WANTED—A BUREAU OF COM- 
PLETE PETROLEUM DATA. 


By the filing with the Senate this 
week, by the Committee on Census, of 
the bill calling for a monthly tabulat- 
ed statement of every factor 
uting to the production, 
and marketing by the 
dustry of its allied products, 
Director of the Census, a_ precedent 
has been established for action of a 
like nature in relation to the petroleum 
industry of the country. 

With the millions invested in 
troleum producing, refining and the by- 
product industries, and particularly in 
view of the persistent agitation either 
against prices or possible illegal com- 
binations, business sense and economic 
necessity demand complete first-hand 
information as to every aspect of this 
multi-sided industry. 

Under present conditions the only 
available information as to the pe- 
troleum industry in the United States 
comes from five separated Govern- 
mental sources—the United States Geo- 
logical Survey, the Bureau of Mines, 
the Census Bureau, the Federal Trade 
Commission and the Department of 
Justice. Of these the most important 
work in many respects has come from 
the Geological Survey, which collects 
statistics as to the production of crude 
petroleum at the wells, and also in- 
complete statistics as to the shipments 
of crude oil by pipe lines. It is sup- 
posed particularly to deal with the as- 
certainment of crude petroleum in the 
earth through research by geologists 
on Government and private lands. 

Up to the present time the Survey 
has not collected statistics as to pe- 
troleum products, and hence when the 
Department of the Interior prepared 
its report on refined products, in re- 
sponse to a Senate resolution, it was 
forced to turn to the large refiners for 
specific data as to gasoline production. 
In other words, when seeking informa- 
tion which was generally understood 
to be the basis for action or non-action 
on charges of restraint of trade and 
the improper increase of prices, the 
United States Government was forced 
to turn for possible evidence to the 
very sources which would be directly 
implieated-should such action by the

Department of Justice be found neces- 
sary. 

The Survey—and this is 
equally true of the Bureau of Mines— 
has not collected gasoline statistics, be- 
cause practically the entire appropria- 
tion for the collection of data, ete., by 
these bureaus is small that no 
funds are available for this extra 
labor 

The Bureau of Mines deals with such 
subjects as the waste of crude oil at 
the wells, the output of gas, and with 
the important subject of production 
efficiency. Through this bureau Dr. 
Walter Rittman was enabled to bring 
about the discovery of his ‘‘cracking”’ 
process, taken over by the Govern- 
ment; yet even in Dr. Rittman’s case 
some of the investigatory work had to 
be done outside of the department, 
and by a commercial organization, be- 
cause of lack of facilities.

arate and distinctive lines. 

The statistics presented by the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission in its prelim- 
inary report Congress, although 
among the most comprehensive yet 
presented in relation to the petroleum 
industry, are admittedly incomplete. 
Indeed, they could not be otherwise, 
since the bulk of the data was ob- 
tained direct from the producers 
themselves, and not from all 
ducers or refiners. 

There is no available way at pres- 
ent of learning, for instance, just how 
many oil refineries there are in the 
country; the figures as to the produc- 
tion of gasoline are tentative, not ex- 
act; the data to by-products, 
basic dye materials, etc., are equally 
hazy and without official standing. 

Under such conditions—particularly 
since the Governmental investigation 
of the entire gasoline problem was in- 
augurated and found to be involved in 
a web of difficulty because of the ab- 
sence or non-availability of all-impor- 
tant material—would it not be the 
part of wisdom to seriously consider 
the provision of a Governmental Bu- 
reau of Complete Petroleum Data with 
a comprehensive research department?

FREIGHT CARRYING STRINGENCY 
AND ITS EFFECT ON PRICES. 


No one influence has more potent 
effect upon domestic exports and im- 
ports in the industries covered by the 
Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter thar 
tuat of freight stringency with con- 
sequent high rates, even when freight 
space can be obtained. 

tefined petroleum and products, for 
example, while active in the home 
markets, are hell in check as regards 
export business since freight spac2 for 
the Far Mast and other overseas mar- 
kets has been rarely offered of late, 
except in limited amount in regu'ar 
liners. ‘The result has been such sn 
example of high freight charges 
tuat recorded last week when a 
of 83,000 cases of refined oil was char- 
tered fur a Mediterranean port at the 
record figure for New York export cf 
$2.10 per case. The freight charges on 
lonzer water routes are proportionally 
higher, having risen from 40, 45, 50 and 
even 60 cents a case up to $2 and up- 
wards. 

Both import and export markets in 
other products are seriously affected by 
this increasing freight = stringency. 
Owing to British trade embargo reyu- 
lations and to other causes there are 
no shipments of linseed oil cake at the 
present writing to Rotterdam, the 
natural market, and while Copenhagen 
is still open for the receipt of such 
cargoes, such is the lack of freight

room and of carriers that the freignt 
crarges have risen from the ante- 
bellum rate of from $3 to $3.50 per tom 
to the virtually prohibitive figure »f 
$35 per ton. The result is immense 
stocks of linseed oil cake have accumt- 
lated here, the creation of a purely 
nominal market, with no quotation 
for cake. 

The Chilean nitrate situation is even 
worse. Advices just received from the 
West Coast state that immense stocks 
of nitrate have been accumulated, and 
that there is such a freight famine 
that the nitrate industry is seriously 
threatened unless ships can be pro- 
vided to forward the product to the 
world’s markets. It is estimated that 
nearly, if not quite, a million tons of 
this product are piled up awaiting 
shipment. The situation there is in- 
fluenced also by the exorbitant cost of 
fuel—both oil and coal—coal being 
quoted at $25 a ton by last report. 
This price, of course, is largely due to 
the lack of cargo carriers to transport 
such fuel to West Coast consumers. 

The phosphate rock situation is de- 
plorable, since transportation rates 
have risen to such an extent that de- 
livery charges put the cost to the ul- 
timate consumer at a level which prac- 
tically forbids its use. 

The freight stringency has been so 
pronounced in the oil trade, for ex- 
ample, that in the making of contracts 
for the delivery of coconut oil Manila 
houses are insisting that no forward 
contracts will be made unless such 
contracts contain the stipulation that 
the consumer-buyer shall: bear all 
risks of advancing freight rates, and 
of delay through unavailability of bot- 
toms to bring the product to the 
United States. Supply of this oil from 
British sources is virtually shut off 
because of British export regulations. 

The camphor situation has been en- 
tered into more or less completely in 
the Reporter, but were it not for the 
fact that the Imperial Japanese Gov- 
ernment at the present time controls 
the Pacific freight-carrying traffic and 
is therefore in a position to facilitate 
the movement of its own products, the 
situation would be infinitely worse. 

The freight condition existing today 
is not due alone to war embargo nor 
to fear of submarine attack. The real 
cause of the present carrier stringency 
as it affects American shippers and 
importers is to be found in that same 
lack of preparedness for eventualities 
which placed the dyestuffs consumers 
of this country face to face with a 
dye famine when our supply of aniline 
colors was virtually shut off by the 
war. Our exporters and importers de- 
pended upon foreign bottoms hecause 
the American merchant marine, once 
omnipresent in the great ports of the 
world, had been allowed to fall away 
to a shadow. We were content to 
employ foreign ships because of 
cheaper rates obtained—and we have 
paid the price in higher prices and 
in accumulated stocks of materials for 
which there is no market.

SEEKING FOREIGN TRADE ON 
BASIS OF EQUALITY. 


The Federal Trade Commission is 
urging an almost revolutionary step in 
the interests of the retention of Amer- 
ican trade abroad following the cessa- 
tion of the present hostilities. It is 
advocating, in so many words, the pas- 
sage of Congressional enactments per- 
mitting and legalizing export combi- 
nations of domestic producers to meet 
foreign-subsidized and government- 
supported cartels and combinations on 
a basis of competitive equality: 

The recommendetions thus summar- 
ized have come as the result of months 
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of thorough investigation of competi- 
tive conditions affecting manufacturere 
and exporters in foreign trade, and are 
presented to Congress with an appeal 
for early enactment of declaratory and 
permissive legislation which shall 
plainly differentiate between what 
Shall be permissible under the Sherman 
anti-trust law in purely domestic trade 
and under international custom in for- 
eign fields. 

Doubt as to what can be done under 
existing regulative legislation on our 
national statute books has been one of 
the greatest drawbacks to any perma- 
nent extension of our foreign trade. 
The larger corporations financially able 
to push to completion a selling and 
trade-building campaign in foreign 
fields have been forced to organize at 
great expense an overseas department 
with resident agents, and with ample 
financial backing, but such provisions 
are not for the smaller manufacturer 
under existing conditions. The possi- 
ble co-operation or banding together 
of either competitive or non-competi- 
tive American houses seeking entrance 
into foreign markets may or may not 
be permissible under existing statutes. 
The right to do so has never been es- 
tablished, since existing precedent is 
lacking. 

Germany, with its dyestuffs “car- 
tels,” its banks which finance and col- 
lect for its foreign traders; France 
and Belgium, with their “syndicates;”’ 
Japan, with its “tea council” and 
“camphor monopoly”; Great Britain 
with its glycerine “‘convention,” cement 
and other “unions;’’ Holland, Denmark 
and Germany, with their cottonseed 
products “cartels”; Chile, with its “ni- 
trate board”—all these, and scores of 
other similar trade combinations, have 
virtually controlled the markets in 
their several fields for years. 

With the outbreak of the European 
War, for the first time there was a gen- 
uine opening for American products in 
trans-oceanic, and particularly, Pan- 
American, countries. This was not due 
alone to the demands incident to the 
war, but followed the closing of ordi- 
nary sources of supply by the war. 

The Federal Trade Commission 
would fight fire with fire—combination 
with combination—world capital with 
American capital, on equal terms, in 
the interest of a permanent world 
business. The commission does not 
that Congress intended the 
anti-trust laws to prevent Americans 
from co-operating in foreign trade to 
compete effectively with foreigners, 
where such combination does not re- 
strain, in any manner, trade within the 
borders of the United States, and 
where no attempt is made to prevent 
any American exporter from obtaining 
his full share of possible trade. 

It is not probable that Congress in- 
tended to prevent the use by Ameri- 
cans in foreign countries of the recog- 
nized methods of business procedure in 
such countries, particularly where it 
has been shown necessary that such 
procedure shall be employed to meet 
competitors there on anything ap- 
proaching equal terms. 

In the interest of a permanent for- 
eign trade ever-increasing propor- 
tions it is to be hoped that Congress 
will give the suggestion of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission the intelligent 
consideration it deserves. 

As indicative of the attitude of Con- 
toward measures drafted to aid 
the development of foreign trade, the 
House on ‘May 4 passed without objec- 
tion the bill permitting joint ownership 
by national banks of foreign banking 
institutions. This amendment would 
permit a number of banks in this coun- 
try to join in the establishment of a 
foreign bank, and by co-operation to 
furnish capital and support to promote 
the foreign trade of this country in

' OBITUARY. 


CHARLES W. HARKNESS. 

Charles William Harkness, a director of 
the old and reorganized Standard Oil 
Company and of several railroad compa- 
nies, died May 1 at his home, No. 2 East 
Fifty-fourth street, this city. Ife was in 
his fifty-seventh year. Mr. Harkness was 
said to have been the third largest holder 
of Standard Oil stock in the world, with 
his brother, Edward W. Harkness. 

He had been seriously ill since last fall, 
a severe case of auto-intoxication being 
followed by an acute attack of la grippe, 
from the effects of which he did not re- 
cover. After slow convalescence at his 
home in this city, as soon as he was able 
to stand the journey he went to his winter 
home at St. Augustine, Fla. This was in 
the first week in March. He returned to 
this city about a fortnight ago. 

Mr. Harkness was born in Monroeville, 
Ohio, December 17, 1860, and was the son 
of the late Stephen V. Harkness. His 
mother was Mrs. Anna M. Harkness, of 
No. 1 East Forty-ninth street, this city. 
Graduated from Yale University in 1883, 
Mr. Harkness then went to Columbia Law 
School, from which he was graduated 1m 
1888, going thence into business as a clerk. 
Upon the death of his father he became 
the administrator of the latter's estate. 

He was a director of the old Standard 
Oil Company and of the Standard Oil 
Company of New York, following the re- 
organization, and was active as a 
jirector of the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul Railroad, the Baltimore and Ohio 
and the Southern Pacific companies. He 
was at one time a director in the New 
York Trust Company, retiring some time 
ago, and of the Tilden Iron Mining com- 
pany. 

He was an ardent yachtsman, owner of 
the sea-going yacht Agawa, and his clubs 
included the University, Riding, Down- 
town, New York Yacht, St. Augustine 
Yacht, Morris County, St. Augustine, 
Newport and Morristown Golf clubs and 
the Newport Casino. In addition to his 
home in New York city, a winter 
dence at St. Augustine, Fla., he owned a 
large coumtry estate near Madison, N. J 
_Interested in several hospitals, Mr 
Harkness was said to have been one of 
the city’s largest contributors to charities. 
He married Miss Mary Warden of Phila- 
delphia, in 18%. She, with his brother, 
survive him.

Drug Trade Section Calls for Regu- 
lations on Porto Rico Weights 
and Measures Law. 


unceasing efforts are still being 
the Drug Trade Section of the 
New York Board of Trade and Transpor- 
cation to force the Porto Rican Commis- 
sioner of Weights and Measures to issue 


long-awaited regulations on tares and 
tolerances of variation in the capacity of 
containers, to supplement the net weights 
and measures law of that territory, was 
revealed at the latest monthly meeting 
of that organization, held last Wednes- 
cay afternoon, May 3. The Section’s sec- 
retary, William F, McConnell, reported 
that, in response to a- direct appeal tor 
haste in the issuance of these regula- 
tions, made to the Secretary of War in 
Washington, that Cabinet officer had no- 
tified the Porto Rican official that he ex- 
pected the immediate issuance of these 
regulations or a sufficient reason for a 
further delay It is hoped that this ac- 
tion will result in the issuance of these 
regulations within the near future.

It was returned 
by the appraiser as an acid not specially 
provided for and assessed at the rate of 15 
per cent. ad valorem, under paragraph 1, 
turiff act of 1913. The claim was for free 
entry under paragraph 561 or paragraph 
(41. The opinion of the board, as deliv- 
ered by Appraiser McClelland, states that 
montan wax has been passed upon on 
previous Occasions, and in each instance 
held to be free. According to the testi- 
n:ony in the case, there are two kinds of 
monian wax known commercially. One is 
the black, or what might be said to be 
the original result of the distillation of 
bituminous coal, and the other is the yel- 
low derived from the black by a certain 
process of bleaching. The official chemist 
in the appraisers’ laboratory, who analyzed 
a sumple of the merchandise, expressed 
the view that because of the large per- 
centage of free fatty acid found in it it 
Was not montan wax. The evidence that 
it is known commercially as montan wax 
and that it is generally bought and sold 
under that name was uncontroverted and 
the protests were therefore sustained

Western Seed and Oil Markets 


MINNEAPOLIS. 
Minneapolis, Minn., May 3, 1916. 

‘There was some improvement in the de- 
mand for flaxseed during the past week 
and the very limited amount of desirable 
seed was competed for more strongly. The 
bulk of the offerings were of a very poor 
quality and the crushers were not very 
anxious after that kind. Only a very few 
cars of good No. 1 were offered and con- 
siderable of the stuff graded No. 2 or low- 
er. Some of the seed was spring threshed 
and in poor shape, having wintered with- 
oul proper care. It was hard to dispose 
of some of this seed. There was no 
chance to ship it to Duluth, as the local 
range of prices was the best. 

A number of cars of Canadian seed ar- 
rived to apply on a recent sale to arrive 
and several cars were consigned. The 
cummission house handling this seed had 
more of it to offer, but wanted 6c. over 
Duluth May for it and the crushers would 
not bid that much for it. A car of choice 
stuff on spot sold at 6c. over that future. 
So far the Canadian seed has all shown 
good quality and buyers are rather keen 
after it. It is probable that some Cana- 
diam seed will be delivered on May con- 
tracts at Port Arthur or Ft. William and 
shipped down the lakes. So far as known 
no seed was delivered on Duluth May con- 
tracts held by local crushers. Most of 
the holders managed to shift their hedges 
tc the July future gradually. Some of 
them seemed to be willing to carry the 
seed from May to July for 1c. Today 
the market closed with July 2\%c. over the 
May and if there was any more changing 
over to be done the change could be made 
very profitably. Liberal shipments were 
made from Duluth today, probably via the 
lakes. Local crushers will not confirm 
any rail shipments to this market. : 

During last week there was quite a lib- 
eral reduction in local elevator stocks of 
seed and during the past few days heavy 
withdrawals have been made from public 
and private bins. One crushing company 
is reported to have taken about 100,000 
bushels of seed out of store in the past 
few days. It is likely that some of it will 
go into private bins, but the majority of 
the supplies taken from elevators go di- 
rectly to mills. 

There was a fair demand _ for seed flax 
during the past week and offerings of de- 
sirable quality were very light. Seed 
houses report some sales to the country 
and line elevator companies have some of 
their country supply spoken for. 

There is nothing much moving trom 
farms at present. Some of the farmers 
are through with their seeding, but evi- 
dently are busy with farm work or have 
nothing they care to sell at present prices. 
Very few storage tickets were cancelled 
lately, even though the market has shown 
a distinctly weak tone. Offerings of seed 
to arrive are very light. Small lots and 
sacked lots are coming on the market 
right along and indications are that_the 
movement for the season is over. Only 
straggling deliveries are expected from 
now on. A slightly firmer tone of the Du- 
luth market resulted in more of the North 
Dakota and Montana seed going in that 
direction during the past few days. 

Weather conditions are excellent over 
most of the Northwest at present, though 
a day or so of snow and rain held back 
seeding. Farmers have the bulk of their 
seed wheat in and are now waiting for the 
low land to drain off to put in their late 
sown crops. No advices that would give 
a line on the proposed flax acreage have 
been received as yet, but no doubt the 
sharp drop in values will result in a small- 
er area sown to that grain than was ex- 
pected a little earlier. 

LINSEED OIL, 

Trade holds fair to good and buyers are 
ordering Out oil as fast as contracts ma- 
ture. Crushers have no difficulty in get- 
ting shipping directions nor have they 
much trouble in getting cars to make 
shipment. Most of the orders received 
lately concerned oil to be shipped in the 
near future. There was very little trading 
in summer shipment offerings. 

Buyers are evidently depending on cur- 
rent deliveries to take care of their week- 
ly needs. Reports indicate a very small 
reserve in their hands and the prompt 
shipping directions bear out the reports. 
Some of the buyers are holding back as 
much as possible and are placing smaller 
orders than usual. 

There is the usual amount of jobbing 
trade to report and the jobbers are taking 
care of maturing contracts very promptly. 

Oil is quoted around Tlic. for shipment 
any time up to September 1. 


LINSEED OIL MEAL. 
A further decline in prices reported and 


the demand is holding out better than 
generally expected. The crushers have 
accumulated no supplies as yet as the 


buyers have taken the limited output for 
immediate shipment. Around $26 there 
was a good trade and later at $25.50 a 
fresh bunch of buyers came into the mar- 
ket. Shipping directions are good and the 
entire output of the crushers is moving 
right along. A strike in one of the mills 
started Monday, which reduced the output 
of both oil and meal and the pressure on 
the market was not strong. Prices today 
quoted at $25.50@26.50. 
LINSEED OIL CAKE 

Nothing new developed in the local mar- 
ket, but Eastern reports indicate that an 
occasional offer of freight room enables 
Eastern crushers to move some of their

Internal Revenue, under the 
narcotic law, requiring an annual inven- 
tory in duplicate of narcotic drugs on 
hand at the time of application for reg- 
istration by all persons applying for reg- 
istration under that act The decision is 
as follows:— 


fvery person, firm or corporation making ap- 
plication for registration under the provisions 
of the act of December 17, 1914, must at the 
time of applying for such registration prepare, 
in duplicate, an inventory of all narcotic drugs 
and preparations (other than those specifically 
exempt under the provisions of section 6 as 
defined in Treasury Decision 2309) on hand at 
the date of application for registration. Where, 
however, a registered person at some iixed date 
annually takes a stock inventory, either at the 
close of the business fiscal year or of the cal- 
endsr year, such inventory, in duplicate, 
showing the quantity and names of narcotic 
drugs and preparations on hand on the date 
next preceding the date of application for reg- 
istration may be filed in lieu of the annual in- 
ventory required at the date of registration. 

The original inventory must be kept on file by 
the maker with previous inventories, and the 
duplicate forwardedq to the collector of internal 
revenue. No special form of inventory is re- 
quired, but it must clearly set forth the name 
and quantity of each kind of narcotic drug,

FEDERAL TRADE COMMISSION FA- 
VORS EXPORT COMBINATIONS 
OF AMERICANS. 





Necessity of Preventing Competition 
Among Producers, and Right to 
Combine in the Interests of Great- 
er Foreign Trade, Put Forth in 
Summary Sent to Congress—Leg- 
islation Recommended to Assure 
Such Legalized Market Control, 


Washington, May 6, 1916. 


“If Americans are to enter the markets 
of the world on equal terms with their or- 
ganized competitors and their organized 
customers; if they are to expand the for- 
elgn trade of the United States as they 
should, and if our small producers and 
manufacturers are to obtain their rightful 
share of foreign business on profitable 
terms, they must be free to unite their 
efforts.’’ Such is the declaration of the 
Federal Trade Commission in a summary 
filed May 3 with Congress, following a 
comprehensive investigation of competi- 
tive conditions affecting American manu- 
facturers and export houses in foreign 
trade, 

Instancing the fact that a large part of 
our present trade is purely war business 
which will end with peace, the commis- 
sion urges serious consideration of the 
problems which will face American busi- 
ness at the close of the conflict, and cites 
the uncertainties as to legal restrictions 
which are the greatest handicap to any 
organized effort on the part of the United 
States to place its foreign trade on a per- 
manent basis, in any such relative pro- 
portions as are now due to war demands 
and enforced purchasing due to the clos- 
ing of ordinary sources of supply. 


Permissive Legislation Asked. 


Citing the eflective organizations of for- 
eign nations for the furtherance of for- 
eign trade through cartels, etc., and con- 
vineced that our foreign trade must be en- 
couraged through co-operation between 
competitors and non-competitors, the com- 
mission urges the enactment of legislation 
which will not only be permissive, but will 
remove all doubt as to the legality of 
such organized co-operative action 
abroad, whatever may be the existing reg- 
ulations governing such organization in 
this country. 

The summary urges the necessity of 
making it possible for Americans to do 
business in foreign fields in competition 


With foreign dealers, particularly with 
regard to banking, transportation and 
credit facilities. In citing certain foreign 


combinations—many of which are not onty 
government-permitted but government- 
supported—the summary continues:— 


“In Germany prior to the war there 
were 600 important cartels, i. e., combina- 
tions to control the market, embracing 
practically every industry in the Empire. 
Many dominated the export trade of their 
inaustries and carried on vigorous cam- 
paigns to extend their foreign business to 
prevent competition among German pro- 
ducers in foreign markets and to secure 
profitable prices. 


“Thus the German dye-color industry 
operated as a unit in foreign trade under 
the leadership of two great groups of 
allied producers, the Badische group and 
the Hochst-Casella, which were working 
under agreement to avoid competition be- 
tween themselves for fifty years. 

“In Italy, Russia, Austria-Hungary, 
Switzerland, Sweden, Greece, Argentina. 
Chile and Ecuador central organizations 
unite the interests of producers in vari- 
ous industries, including oil, sulphur, su- 
perphosphates, cement, matches, choco- 
late, quebracho, iodine, cacao, etc. 


Combinations Faced by Amerienns. 


_“In various markets American manu- 
facturers and producers must deal witl# 
highly effective combinations of foreign 
buyers.» Cottonseed products are handled 
by combinations of buyers in Holland, 
Denmark and Germany. 

“Our phosphate rock deposits parallel 
the potash beds of Germany, our copper 
mines produce more than half the 
world’s output and are necessary for the 
world’s demands. Other nations take 
measures to cOnserve their national re- 
sources. A combination of Chilean prv- 
ducers fixes export quotas and prices for 
iodine. ‘The German Government promotes 
combination among German potash pro- 
ducers, with a government board to de- 
termine output for domestic and export 
trade, and the law prohibits sales abroad 
below the prices fixed for domestic busi- 
ness. We, on the contrary, because our 
industrial organization is unsuited to in- 
ternational commerce, are favoring for- 
eign above home consumers, and without 
present gain are wasting the priceless 
heritage of future generations. The mere 
statement of these conditions should be 
sufficient argument for their correction 


Groups Stronger Than Individuals. 


“If our industrial development is to pro- 
‘eed as it should the foreign business of 
our manufacturers must be expanded. 
If groups of American manufacturers and 
pr ducers, either competing or non-com- 
peting can combine their efforts they can 
share the cost of developing new markets, 
can establish themselves firmly, can assist 
in the financing of foreign enterprises, can 
more readily extend credit to foreign cus- 
tomers, and can compete more success- 
fully with foreign syndicates and cartels. 
Precisely such action by our manufactur- 
ers is, therefore, one of the first requisites 
ord the successful growth of our indus- 
riés. 

“The commission does not believe that 
Congress intended by the anti-trust laws 
to prevent Americans from co-Operating in 
export trade for the purpose of competing 
effectively with foreigners, where such 
co-operation does not restrain trade with- 
in the United States, and where no at- 
samee is mane to pate Ameeiens com- 
petitors from securing their due shar 
the trade.” . : oe =

Labor troubles have been injected 
into the situation surrounding paint 
materials, and large numbers of paint- 
ergs and decorators in Manhattan and 
Brooklyn are out on strike. Naturally 


this has the effect of slowing up the 
call for paint materials, especially for 
jobbing lots. For some time there has 
been a shortage of different materials 
and advices received from Canada 
this week state that paint manufac- 
turers in Canada are meeting with diffi- 
culties in securing materials for their 
product. There is a demand in other 
lines for the pig lead obtained formerly 
in British Columbia, while the supply 
of zine from Belgium and France is 
now cut off, but is being obtained to 
some extent in the United States. 
Canadian manufacturers are also de- 
prived of coloring materials, like the 
siennas from Italy and color-making 
chemicals from Germany. A few 
months ago a retail merchant for- 
warded to the Dominion Government 
for analysis a brand of paint offered 
direct to consumers at 33 cents per 
quart. The merchant was advised that 
the pigment had very little covering 
power, consisting mostly of barium sul- 
phate and silicates, while the vehicle 
or liquid portion of the paint was stated 
to contain no linseed oil. 

A feature of the market for materials 
this week was the anouncement that 
a leading producer of zinc oxide had is- 
sued a new price schedule covering 
deliveries over the second half of the 
year. This applies to ordinary Ameri- 
can zinc oxide, as prices for French 
process zinc oxide have not yet been 
named for the third quarter of the 
year. The lead pigments are un- 
changed in price. Linseed oil was 
easier, especially for future positions. 
Spirits of turpentine declined here and 
at primary points. Varnish gums are 
in fair demand, with prices showing 
little change. Casein is in limited sup- 
ply, with prices high and largely nom- 
inal. A review of the linseed oil and 
naval stores markets will be found on 
pages 21 and 23, respectively. On page 
12 there is a complete report on the 
flaxseed situation. A report on alcohol 
will be found under the drug market. 
Comment on the important items in the 
paint trade follows:— 

LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 

PIG LEAD—wWhile there is no 
change in the open price of 7%c. per 
pound, as quoted for pig lead in the 
local market, the market has been 
easier this week, and offers were made 
at 7%c. per pound by some sellers. 
There were reports that export inquiry 
had increased, but there seemed to be 
no truth to this, at any rate, no large 
sales were made public, and the lower 
priced offers failed to draw buyers into 
the market. At St. Louis the price for 
pig lead is quoted at 74@7%c. per 
pound. Lead ore at Joplin was held at 
$100@103 per ton. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—While the market for the metal 
was a little easier this week, there was 
no change in any of the lead pigments. 
Demand for white lead is not very ac- 
tive at present, but a good business has 
been done so far this year, and the 
output has been pretty well sold up. 
This factor alone is sufficient to hold 
the market on a firm basis, as it pre- 
vents any selling pressure, and, fur- 
thermore, some sellers are said to hold 
contracts for future delivery and have 
not been quoting on anything but spot 
business. In some quarters even the 
spot market has been quoted as nomi- 
nal. Prices for dry basis carbonate 
are given at 8%c. per pound for round 
lots, but this is not a jobbing price, 
and on smaller lots the price is graded 
on a quantity basis. White lead in oil 
is quoted at 9%c. per pound, but this 
is also subject to variations, according 
to quantity. Exports of white lead in 
February amounted to 3,525,475 pounds, 
valued at $228,974, as against 1,787,011 
pounds, valued at $95,258, in February, 
1915.

RED LEAD.—Stocks of red lead in 
sellers’ hands are said to be compara- 
tively small, and the market is strong, 
as consumption has been fully up to 
production. Exports have been cur- 
tailed, not only because of the ship-

LINSEED OIL. 
Considerable discussion was aroused 
by a report that six cars of oil sold 
this week in the local market at 73c. 
per gallon in cooperage. This sale was 
for July-August shipment. Many buy- 


ers regarded this as an indication of 
a weak market, but on the°contrary 
prices are holding very steady, every- 
thing considered. Seed prices at Du- 
luth closed on Friday at the lowest 
level quoted this year, and the price 
was 7c. per bushel under the close on 
Monday. Yet the decline in _ oil 
amounted to but one cent per gal- 
lon, despite the fact that large con- 
sumers are not in the market and job- 
bing demand is cut to a low figure by 
reason of strikes in the paint and dec- 
orating trades, unfavorable weather, 
etc. Spot oil is well maintained at 
ic. per gallon, and this refers to car 
lots, as 76c. is asked for smaller 
amounts. Some crushers are report- 
ed to be carrying very little oi] and 
are not pressing sales for prompt de- 
livery. For shipment over the next 
three or four months T74c. could be 
done and for June forward the sale at 
73c. might be taken as an index of the 
market. Buyers of small lots, how- 
ever, find that crushers are firmly 
maintaining the distinction according 
to quantity, and the inside prices as 
above quoted are possible only to the 
largest buyers, an.1 even then are not 
available from all crushers. As spot 
oil was quoted at 7éc. last week, and 
74c. probably could have been done of 
summer shipment, the decline in val- 
ues since then is very small and shows 
that oil is not moving in proportion to 
changes in seed prices. The lack of 
trading in cake and the nominal val- 
ues for the latter explain the reluc- 
tance of crushers to reduce oil prices. 
Argentine, Canadian and United 
States seed markets worked to lower 
price levels during the week and there 
was a general bearish tone in evidence. 
New crop seed at Duluth is quoted be- 
low the May and July options and this 
is regarded as reflecting the favorable 
prospects of the coming crop in the 
Northwest. Crop prospects, however, 
are too indefinite as yet to offer any 
reliable basis for trading, yet there 
are factors already enough developed 
to warrant hopes of a larger acreage 
than was sown in 1916. A small lot of 
Argentine seed reached New York dur- 
ing the week and shipments from that 
country this week included 394,000 
bushels to the United States and 
349,000 bushels to Europe. Reports on 
the Western, Canadian and Buenos 
Aires markets from our own corre- 
spondents will be found on page 16.

Linseed Cake and Meal. 


There were some large shipments of 
cake in the past week, some of it going 
to Copenhagen, but most of it to Rot- 
terdam. These shipments have no sig- 
nificance, however, as they do not in- 
dicate any active trading in cake. In 
fact, sellers of cake say they can draw 
no bids at figures which are acceptable, 
and the market is quoted as nominal 
at $25 per ton. Some trading in meal 
is reported in Western markets at 
$25.50 per ton, but this is dull in East- 
ern markets 


COTTONSEED OIL. 


Prices have moved upward during 
the interval and the market, while not 
especially active, has shown a very 
firm tendency. It is claimed that the 
liquidation during a greater part of 
April has shifted holdings into strong 
hands, and, judging from trade opin- 
ions, the technical position of the mar- 
ket has been strengthened. With a 
strong technical and fundamental po- 
sition, the outlook for higher prices ap- 
pears favorable and a bullish senti- 
ment has been created by the continued 
advancing tendency of pure lard and 
other fats and greases. Compound 
lard makers have been able to increase 
their sales under the advance in lard 
and have also received a better return 
for their product. Actual supplies of 
cottonseed oil are believed to rest in 
relatively few hands, and these holders 
show little inclination to sell at pre- 
vailing prices. This condition may

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—After 
establishing a new low price for the 
year during the initial trading, tur- 
pentine recovered moderately even, 
but found it difficult to  gustain 
a part of its advance. Demand has 
not shown very much improvement, as 
buyers are still hesitating, with the 
idea of getting a better buying level 
when new crop begins to arrive more 
freely. Of course, weather conditions 
have proven a disastrous factor to any 
upward tendency in prices so far, and 
holders have been confronted with un- 
favorable trade conditions, so that 
realization has been fully reflected in 
the market. Spot holdings are again 
small owing to difficulty experienced 
in getting goods from the South. Tur- 
pentine shipments for the week at 
Savannah were 1,661 barrels. Receipts 
were 2,076 barrels. Stocks were 7,010 
barrels, as compared with 6,593 barrels 
for last week and 21,092 barrels last 
year. At Jacksonville the price was 40c. 
nominal at the close. Stocks in London 
on April 15 were 37,296 barrels, compared 
with 30,833 barrels in 1915 and 38,665 
barrels in 1914 for equal dates. The 
following table shows the range of 
prices for spirits of turpentine in the 
local market for each day during the 
past week.

ROSIN. — Prices for the different 
gradings have been sustained with a 
fair degree of regularity.

Support ren- 
dered the primary market had a 
Steadying influence on local values, 
but the soap, varnish and paper mak- 
ers do not appear eager to buy freely 
at the present time. Receipts of new 
crop are increasing, and, unless some 
export outlet is found, visible stocks 
will likely show expansion. According 
to primary advices, total shipments at 
Savannah for the week were 6,581 bar- 
rels; receipts 5,397 barrels, and stocks 
at the close were 58,141 barrels, com- 
pared with 59,342 barrels last week, 
and 78,388 barrels last year at this 
time.

Futures 
were neglected, owing to the British 
embargo. Manila oil for shipment was 
offered at 151%4c. per pound in tank cars 
or drums, f.

A decrease of 57,086 barrels in produc- 
tion, with an increase of 179 comple- 
tions, 43 more dry holes, and 36 fewer 
gas wells, are the principal features 
of the report from the oil fields of the 
country for the month of April, as com- 
pared with statistics for the same 
items during March. The total com- 
pletion is set at 2,070, as compared with 
1,891, while the new daily production 
fell away 57,086 barrels.

The 
figures show that, despite an increase 
of 179 finished wells over the returns 
for the month previous, there was a 
falling off of 57,086 barrels of crude oil, 
a decline in production not at all 
pleasing to those interested in crude 
and in the production of gasoline, 
which depends so largely upon the 
crude output volume. 

Much new blood is coming into many 
of the fields, property is changing 
hands at high prices, and many small 
producers are selling to larger con- 
cerns, principally for the reason that 
the high prices of materials for drill- 
ing, ete., are almost prohibitive. Cas- 
ing is up $36, tubing $28, rods $7, 40- 
quart shot of nitro-glycerine, $40; 1,000- 
foot sand line, $12 more; 1,000-foot drill- 
ing cable, $125 more. The fact that six 
months’ deliveries are insisted upon 
complicates the situation, and the 
small capital driller sees little encour- 
agement for the immediate future. 

West Virginia is the really active 
State in the high grade list just now, 
as there is still considerable territory 
in the southwestern section, along the 
Kentucky border. The Irvine field in 
Estill county, Kentucky, is improving 
at a rapid rate, the production climb- 
ing in a few months from nothing to 
more than 9,000,000 barrels during the 
past week. The completion of the new 
pipe line there is expected to double 
the production of the more than 100 
wells in that field. A possibility is re- 
ported of opening a new fifth-sand pool 
in Indiana township, Allegheny coun-

Reports from California are not par- 
ticularly encouraging from the view- 
point of new production, as less than 
half the usual number of new drilling 
wells were reported, other branches of 
field work also showing a decrease. 
The Midway-Sunset district continues 
in the van with new work. Well No. 
6, of the Lakeview No. 2 Oil Company, 
near Taft, which was brought in last 
week, is doing better than 1,000 barrels 
a day of dry oil, and this well prom- 
ises to be like the old Lakeview No. 1. 
which has been producing at the rate 
of 700 barrels a day for the past two 
vears and a half 


REFINED PRODUCTS. 


The feature of export petroleum 
shipment is the lack of available room 
for freight, particularly in steamers on 
Far Eastern routes and for Australia 
and New Zealand. There is little room 
to be had on neutral carriers of the re- 
quired tonnage, and it looks as if about 
all the available sailing vessels had 
been chartered, temporarily at least 
The regu‘ar liners are in particularly 
active demand, and prices are extreme- 
ly high. As an indication of this in 
the refined petroleum charter by the 
Harry Luckenbach — 83,000 cases to 
Malta—a rate of $2.10 a case was set- 
tled upon, the highest ever paid, it is 
asserted, for a refined petroleum char- 
ter. Toward the the week, 
however, the chartering of six vessels 
to carry refined oil—full cargoes—to 
the United Kingdom constitute the 
market feature. 

In the domestic market the demand 
for refined continues firm, while, in 
consequence of additional demands, the 
demand for lighter distillates is grow- 
ing seasonably. 

As yet there has been no increase in 
quoted prices for refined products, 
prices of gasoline remaining as pre- 
viously quoted, from 24c. tank-wagon 
basis to 2ic. and upwards, depending 
upon location of garages and other in- 
fluencing factors. 

A further rise in gasoline is indi- 
cated in California by published inter- 
views with several oil authorities—Alex 
Sclater, vice-president of the Union Oil 
Company, and W. Meischke Smith, 
president of the Shell Company—quot- 
ing the increased cost of materials, 
pipe casing, tanks, etc., as reasons for 
the possible change. The president of 
the Shell company maintains that the 
present price is Only normal, and that 
it is due to increasing demand, the ex- 
haustion of some sources of supply and 
the high cost of equipment

Eastern Petroleum Review. 
Pittsburgh, May 5, 1916. 
A review of the high grade petroleum fie 
east of the Mississippi River, comprising 
Southern New York, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 


ginia, Southeastern, Central and Northwestern 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky and Tennes- 
see, for the week shows just opposite to ex- 
pectations of the oil trade. \ more active 
week than the previous one was expected, but 
instead there is a decline, which cannot be 
accounted for unless it is the searcity and high 
price of material for the drilling of welis. 
Motor spirits have not shown any advance of 
late, but it is evident that the prices will soon 
advance as the production of crude petroleum 
is getting less from day to day, and to lower 


the prices larger and better high grade produc- 


ing wells will have to be found. During April 
there was a heavy drop in the new production 
when compared with that of March. The 


March figures show a new production of 152,024 


barrels daily, while the April figures is but 
$4,938 barrels, a decline daily of 57,086 bar- 
rels, which at this time is somewhat alarming 
to the trade, and the decline in production 
comes with a nice increase in the number of 
wells finished, there being 179 more for April 
than for March. These figures include the 
fields known as the high grade fields east of 
the Mississippi along with the mid-continent 


fields of Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas, Louis!ana 
and Arkansas, 

The wells finished in the various fields for 
April shows that in the high grade fields east 


691 wells were 





of the big river a total of 

drilled during April, of which 64 were gas 
wells, 140 were dry holes, leaving 487 produc- 
ing oil wells with a new daily production of 
6,685 barrels West of the river, in the mid- 
continent section, there were 1,379 wells fin. 
ished, of which 46 were gas wells, 241 dry 
holes and 1,092 were oil wells, with a new 
daily production added of $8,253 barrels, mak- 











ing a grand total of finished wells reach 2,070 
wells. Of this number 110 were gas wells 


and 38 were dry holes. This would leave 1,579 


oil wells, with a new daily production of 
{£4,938 barrels. 

The slow-down in the rapid advance in the 
price of crude oil at the wells has shaken out 
the oil holders to a great extent in the West 
Virginia fields, where oil was being held for 
highee prices, but the lack of further advances 
for some time has brought about a change, 
and instead of paying storage for the crude 


ionger, the oi] owners are disposing of it, which 





relieves the conditions to some extent. Much 
new oil property is changing hands, as new 
blood is coming into the game and paying ex- 
ceptionaily good prices for seitled production 
\il fields are alike at this time, as production 
is easily disposed of, and for that reason many 
of the smaller concerns are disposing of their 























holdings, as they dy» not feel like doing :nuch 
new drilling with pipe and other material at 
the pr.ces that now prevail. Millions of dol- 
lars are being invested in production in the 
Okiahoma and Kansas fields at this time. ‘Many 
ot the largest oil Operators that have hereto- 
fore confined their work ty the producing end 
of the industry are getting into the refining 
game with an idea that they can make more 
money by refining their own production. Some 
of the late transactions in oil properties have 
been at higher prices than ever before known 
in the oil game This heavy price is not by 
any means being paid by conservative oil men 
that have spent years in the business, but by 
new people that hear of the great wealth ac- 
cumulated in being in the business. 

At present in the high grade fields there is 
no district that offers any prospect of increas- 
ing production, and in most sections, even with 
the most active drilling operations, it will be 
difficult to maintain the present daily produc- 
tion In the more eastern sections of the high 
srade fields there more activity than has 
been witnessed for several years. In many sec- 
tions of the Southern New York, Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia and Central Ohio fields, the ex- 
essive cost of drilling made it impracticable 
» attempt development work when the results 
could safely be forecasted as light pumpers, 
ind the-low market caused operators to stand 
back and wait. However, present conditions 
have aroused enthusiastic consideration of the 
id fields, and in some instances the results 
have been mure than gratilying. 

In OkKiahoma and Kansas there is renewed 
activity with the drill, and many wildcat wells 
are drilling that may develop new pools simi- 
lar to the one at Cushing and Healdton, but 
it is doubtful if another field like either are 
found again in that State. The Kansas fieid is 
booming and a *ntion lrawn away from 
parts of the Oklahoma field. as the Kansas 
work is being done mostly by the large operat- 
ing coapanies in Oklahoma The Gulf coasi 
ied, as well as the Panhandle field of Texas, 
are both showing renewed work, but the North 
Louisiana field is slower Wyoming is looked 
upon as one of the main spokes in the petro- 
eum world, and it would not be surprising to 
see some wonderful producing pools developed 
n that State the coming summer 
There s considerabie leasing going on in 
Tennessee along the Tennessee-Keniucky bor- 
der, and arrangements are being made for the 
lrill.ng of a number of tests in sections where 
il was discovered years ago, but owing to the 
ack of facilities nothing was ever done with 
the products which were found in commercial 
quantities Several tests will also be drilled 
in Alabama and Georgia, the possibilities not 
being ve:y great in the last namel State on 
icecount of the up and down formations there. 
Michigan is also in for some further test work 
during the season, especially in the vicinity of 
Port Huron, where some shallow wells are noa 
producing a little oil 











In Wyoming. 

Preparations are being made for an active 
drilling campaign in the Pilot Butte Dore 
field, northwest of Rive.ton, in Fremont coun- 
ty. Wyoming. The oil found there is of a high 
grade quality and rich in gasoline, a product 
that is much needed at this t.me. It wou.d 
not be surprising to see a couple of hundred 
tes weils sunk there within the next few 
months The alkati mountain district is an 
othe hat has attracted attention, and several 
irill outfits have been moved to that sec- 
tion The Grass Creek field, in Hot Springs 
county, and the Littl Buffalo Basin fieid, 
located partly in Hot Springs and Park coun 
ties, is coming in for its share of operations. 
this is more of a gas field than for oil, and 
the prospects for the drilling of gas wells and 
the installation of casing-head gasoline plants 
for the purpose of making a high grade gaso 
tine. The Cody field, which is so far as known 
a shallow sand field, is becoming quite active 
and much drilling be done. The Greybull 
asin and Cowley ‘lds, in Big Horn county, 
are among the most active in the State at this 
time 

There are quite a number of drilling wells 
in the Elk Basin field, which is along the base 
line of Wyoming and Montana, where some 
rerarkable producing oil wells were completed 
last fall. Many test wells will be drilled in 
ill sections of the State where there appears 
to be any chance of finding oil.

slump over the week previous Less than 
half the usual number of new drilling wells 
were reported and the other field work show ed 
a decrease, yet at the same time maintaining a 
normal condition. The Valley section con- 
tinues to lead in new work, especially the 
Midway-Sunset district 

From reports all portions of the McKittrick, 
Lost Hills, Belridge and North Midway fields 
exhibit most encouraging indications of a re- 
vival in activities. which presages extraordi 
nary development in the matter of new wells 
and improvements along the line of physical 
properties. 

The Fairfield Oil Company's lease in the Mc- 
Kittrick field has been taken by the State 
Consolidated, which operates the property ad- 
joining that of the Fairfield. There are five 
wells on the Fairfield lease, the rigs over 
which were leveled during the storms of Jan- 
uary, but it is understood that these are soon 
to be replaced and the property further devel 
oped The State Consolidated has thirteen 
producing wells and also has a number in the 
North Midway district. 

Well No. 6, of the Lakeview No. 2 oil com 
pany, near Taft, which was brought in last 
week, is now doing better than 1,000 barrels 
per day of dry oil The well promises to be 
like the old Lakeview No. 1, which is and has 
been producing at a rate of 700 barrels a day 
for the past two and one-half years 

Two other wells in the same section are be- 
ing finished. ‘The Interstate No. 5 and Lake 
view No. 3 have been drilled into the producing 
sand. The wells have both flowed at times 
since being drilled to the sand, but both have 
sanded up shortly afterward and are now be 
ing cleared of the small bridge 

In the Coast section the Union is again 
showing signs of activity in attempting to in 
crease its production hy deepening wells. On 
ihe Newlove property at Santa Maria the Union 
now has five of its old wells in course of 
being deepened, besides No. 26 finished re- 
cently and yielding 300 barrels per day at this 
time. The wells now undergoing further drill- 
ing are Nos. 12, 14, 37, 34 and 23. Of these 
No. 34 is now in oi] sand and about to be fin- 
ished. All except No. 14 are looked upon as 
almost certain to become good producers. 
No. 14 is out of the proven deep territory and 
may vot be a success 

The Union has also just completed well No 
7 on the Bell lease, in the Cat Canyon section 
of the Santa Maria fields, The well is pro- 
ducing 200 barrels daily. 

In the South the new work maintains its 
same steady routine Most of the drilling is 
taking place in the Coyote Hills by the Stand- 
ard, Union and Amalgamated.

Stewart Completes 


Lyman Stewart, former president of the 
Union Oil Company, has completed his testi- 
mony in the injunction suit brought by John 
Garrigues and others to dissolve the holding 
companies of the Union. In the last day of his 
cross-examination Mr. Stewart absolutely de- 
nied that there were any dummy directors on 
the various boards. Mr. Stewart stated that 
the primary object in organizing the United 
Petroleum Company was for protection by in- 
suring stability of management A secondary 
object was to create a receptacle for desirable 
ell territory which the Union might turn down 
The following statement was made by Mr 
Stewart:— 


OIL PAINT AND 


“It was our understanding of the State min- 
ing laws that for a company to acquire or to 
sell mining land it was necessary to have the 
consent of two-thirds of the stock Senator 
Bard and the people we counted with him in 
this regard had more than two-thirds of the 
Union Oil stock. We were afraid that with 
this opposition we might lose some valuable oil 
property, and we took steps to guard against it 
in the organization of the United Petroleum 
Company.’’ 

John Garrigues, for the first time 
trial, took the stand last week and told of 
the conditions under which he accepted the 
position of treasurer, He claimed that at the 
time he accepted the position the Union was in 
such a shaky condition financially that it was 
feared a receiver would have to be appointed 
Garrigues represented himself the Pacific 
Coast agent of the bond house of Burr & Co 
of New York, which had purchased about 
$2,500,000 of the company’s notes, About 
$800,000 were outstanding at the time. Mr 
Garrigues was appointed to prevent a receiver- 
ship for the company and accepted the posi- 
tion of treasurer under the condition that they 
would give him a free hand and would ce 
expansion temporarily

in this State covering the year 1915. The fig- 
ures are practically the same as those of the 
Independent Producers’ Agency and Standard 
O11 Company 

The total oil production of California for 1915 
has just been determined from the sworn state- 
ments made to the State mineralogist by all 
of the 363 producers. It amounted to 88,240,420 
barrels This is doubtless the most accurate 
figure that has ever been obtained, and it is 
of public interest to note that it {s in close 
agreement with the figures given to the public 
at a much earlier date by two private con- 
cerns, namely, the Standard Oil Company and 
the Independent Oi] Producers’ Agency. (The 
production as given by the former was &9.- 
566,779 barrels and by the latter &9.725.776 
barrels.) Private parties publishing such itn 
formation perform a distinct public service 
the value of which should be more generally 
recognized and encouragement given to enlarge 
its usefulness hy touching upon the quality 
as well as the quantity of ofl produced. 

Of the total amount of oil 323 per cent., or 
29,587,168 barrels. was produced by the five 
large refining and marketing companies, and 
16 per cent., or 13.704.982 barrels. was pro- 
duced by the several large concerns, such as 
railroad companies who use the ofl fn their 
own service. The remaining 51 per cent., or 
44,948,475 barrels. ie credited to the smaller 
producers who usually sell the crude ofl at the 
well.

sylvania the market is $2.60 a barrel and it 
must remain up around $2 or the wells of 
that field cannot be pumped. The writer 
knows of seven wells in that field that com- 
bined are making only five barrels a day. 
Are we coming to that gradually in this 
field ? It would seem so, as the average 
production of all the wells in this field, in- 
cluding the many big gushers, is only about 
eight barrels a day This means a lot of 
wells at a barrel a day or less. The little 
fellow must be given an opportunity to 
make a living in order to get his oil while 
the owner of the gusher well rakes in his 
easy wealth.

Refiners and shippers who own their own 
tank cars are considerably exercised over the 
decision of the Tank Car Committee of the 
Master Car Builders’ Association that all tank 
cars failing to test sixty pounds water pres- 
sure January 1, 1918, must be relegated to the 
serap heap. The general impression is the 
action of the committee is entirely too drastic 
and assumes the proportions of arbitrary con- 
fiscation of valuable property contrary to the 
insistent laws of conservation. If the rule is 
not receded from, and so far the committee 
has been obdurate, it will mean the destruc- 
tion of hundreds of thousands of dollars’ worth 
of tank cars absolutely fit for carrying non- 
inflammable liquids. The committee has passed 
an arbitrary ruling fixing 60-pound pressure 
necessary for cars carrying inflammables, and 
to this car owners submit in the interest of 
safety of life and property. But these owners 
rebel against sending to the junk pile a car 
that is now carrying safely inflammables and 
that tests forty pounds; they claim there is 
no good reason why this car should not re- 
main in service for the transportation of crude 
oil, fuel oil, cottonseed oil and other non-in- 
flammables. But the committee insists that 
they should be junked. It hardly seems pos- 


sible the raHroads will go so far as to insist 
upon such wanton destruction in view of the 
very transparent purpose of the action. There 


is no defense of cars that are weak and dan- 
gerous to life and property, but this claim 
cannot be put up by those who would send 
these cars to the scrap heap. The action seems 
so drastic it is hardly conceivable the M. C. 
Bs. A. will insist upon it finally.

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Franklin H, Kalbfleisch Honored by 
Birthday Portrait. 


A record of more than half a century 
of active business life is not an unusual 
one, but when it is combined with a na- 
tional reputation in its chosen line of en- 
deavor, and the personal attainment of 
seventy years, it is litthe wonder that the 
seventieth birthday of Franklin H. Kalb- 
fleisch was made the occasion of an un- 
usual observance. Mr. Kalbfleisch passed 
the three score and ten mark on March 3, 
and in commemoration of this event his 
associates and office staff arranged to 
have him pose before Eugene E. Speicher, 
a well-known portrait artist. This paint- 
ing has been delivered, and members of 
the office staff have been presented with 
photographs of it, one of which, in re- 
duced form, is reproduced herewith. 

The name of Kalbfleisch has long been 
connected with the manufacturing chemi- 
cal industry of the United States since 
even before Franklin H. Kalbfleisch en- 
tered the business at the age of 19—more 
than fifty years ago—his father, Martin 
Kalbfleisch, had been active as a mamu- 
facturing chemist for many years. 

Mr. I<albfleisch’s father was twice 
Mayor of the old city of Brooklyn, and 
also served his district in Congress. 
Franklin H. Kalbfleisch planned to enter

West Point, but later devoted several 
years to the study of law. Later deciding 
to follow his father’s footsteps, he studied 
chemistry under private tutors to prepare 
himself for the business career he has 
since so successfully followed. 

Entering his father’s company in 1864, 
the present head of the Franklin H. Kalb- 
fleisch Company, with his two brothers, 
took over the business in 1867 on the re- 
tirement of his father, the.firm name be- 
ing changed to Martin Kalbfleisch’s Sons. 
New plaats were added from time to 
time; in 1874 the Buffalo factory was es- 
tablished, and in 1876 a factory at Bayonne 
was opened. In 1880 the three factories 
were combined into the single corporation 
of Martin Kalbfleisch’s Sons Company. 
Later the concern was reincorporated as 
the Martin Kalbfleisch Chemical Com- 
any. 
P‘in 1893 Franklin H. Kalbfleisch withdrew 
from the firm to establish business for 
himself as the Franklin H. Kalbfleisch 
Company, two factories of the Joseph 
Binns Chemical Company being added by 
purchase. In 1898 the Anatron Chemical 
Company in Elizabeth, N. J., was estab- 
lished, the plant of the Erie Chemical 
Company was purchased, and_ other 
changes and enlargements naturally fol- 
lowed until today the company operates 
plants in Erie, Pa.; Providence, R. L.; 
Danbury and Waterbury, Conn.; Eliza- 
beth, Paterson, Newark and Bound Brook, 
N. J., and Brooklyn. Mr. Kalbfleisch is 
chairman of the Board of Directors of the 
Franklin H. Kalbfleisch Company and 
president of the Crown Chemical and 
Color Corporation. 

Incidental to the birthday observance, 


- although principally as the result of the 


demands of increased business upon the 
firm’s office space, the offices of the 
Franklin H. Kalbfleisch Company were 
removed in March to the eighth floor at 
41 Union Square West, where the entire 
floor is occupied and about double the 
space provided. The entire establishment 
has been refitted with new furniture of 
up-to-date design, and the quarters are 
considered to be among the handsomest 
of any firm in New York ailied with the 
chemical industry.

Motion Filed for Final Dissolution 
Decree in American Can Case. 


The government on May 1 filed a motion 
for a final dissolution decree in the anti- 
trust suit against the American Can Com- 
pany in the Federal District Court at Bal- 
timore. The motion asked that the corpo- 
ration properties be disposed of, and that 
it be enjoined from acquiring any interest 
in more than one of the concerns taking 
over Can Company plants. The govern- 
ment suggested that the American Can 
Company voluntarily submit a plan of dis- 
tribution of assets and properties to the 
Federal Trade Commission, and that its 
failure to do so should result in the ap- 
pointment of a receiver. In the decision 


of the courts some months ago the com- 
pany was found to have been operating 
in violation of the 


Sherman anti-trust 


law, but the court also found that the 
company was not so operating at that 
time, and withheld its decree. The De- 
partment of Justice is now seeking some 
ground upon which final judgment by the 
court can be entered.

Cottonseed Census Bill Reported 
Favorably to the Senate. 


The Senate Committee on the Census 
has filed with the Senate a favorable re- 
port on the bill authorizing the Director 
of the Census to collect and publish statis- 
tics on cottonseed and cottonseed prod- 
ucts monthly. This bill passed the House 
on March 29 last, and provides for the 
monthly publication of the statistics orf 
cottonseed received at oil mills, the quan- 
tity of seed crushed in such mills, the 
quantity of crude cottonseed products and 
refined oil produced, the quantities of 
these products shipped out of the mills 
and the quantities of these products and 
cottonseed on hand, the quantities of 
crude cottonseed oil held by refiners, by 
manufacturers of compound lard, but- 
terine, oleomargarine and soap, and by 
brokers, exporters and warehousemen en- 
gaged in handling crude cottonseed oil, 
and the quantity of cottonseed and cot- 
tonseed products imported and exported.

A Traffic Bureau That Pays for It- 
self in Service. 


Chairman Jo W. Allison, of the Traffic 
Bureau of the Texas Cottonseed Crushers’ 
Association, has sent out a letter in which 
he takes up the work of his bureau, and 
presents its claims for support in no un- 
certain manner. “There are about 300 
members of the Texas Cottonseed Crush- 
ers’ Association who are paying for the 
miaintenance of the bureau, every one of 
whom have been urged to use the facili- 
ties it provides, and it is rather surprising 
that less than 10 per cent. of the member- 
ship have done gso,”’ declares Mr. Allison. 
“Tt is even more surprising, perhaps, that 
to this small number we have collected 
and paid $1,300 in money, answered their 
freight and traffic inquiries, adjusted their 
differences with transportation lines, thus 
preventing claims and overcharges. We 
have never had a batch of freight bills 
before us from which we have not been 
able to make the mill a remittance of all 
the way from $1 to $532 paid to one mill.”

Kansas Tests of Durability of 
Paints. 


Prof. H. H. King, of the Kansas State 
Agricultural College, in a letter to the 
National ‘“‘Clean-Up and Paint-Up’’ Bu- 
reau, states that it takes but very little 
calculation to disover the fact that there 
is a greater loss through the lack of paint 
in Kansas than through the loss by fire. 

“Realizing the value to Kansas of 
paint,” he says, ‘“‘we have undertaken a 
rather extensive series of experiments to 
ascertain, as far as possible, the paint 
best suited to the climatic conditions and 
pocketbooks of Kansas. In the first 
series we have erected paint fences carry- 
ing 26 panels. These panels are made of 
a high grade of uniform lumber, and have 
in all 192 different combinations of pig- 
ments and oils. We hope by this means 
to obtain some first hand information on 
the relative durability of these combina- 
tions.”’

Officially Accepted by Senate. 


JOINT RESOLUTION AUTHORIZES SECRETARY OF INTERIOR TO ACT AS TRUSTER 


FOR PEOPLE IN THE EMPLOYMENT OF CRACKING PROCESS FOR MANUFAC 
TURE OF MOTOR FUEL FROM CRUDE PET ROLEU M—DIRECTOR MANNING 
LOOKS FOR 409 PER CENT. INCREASE OF GASOLINE FROM CRUDE OIL OVER 
THE AMOUNT OBTAINED THROUGH USE OF OTHER PROCESSES—FORMAL 
TRANSFER BY PATENT OFFICE STILL TO FOLLOW. 

Washington, May 5, 1916. who has resigned from the Bureau of Mines, 


By unanimous vote the Senate on May 1] 
agreed to the joint resolution authorizing 
the Secretary of the Interior to accept as 
trustee for the use and benefit of the peo- 
ple, assignments of the Rittman patents 
for the manufacture of gasoline. etc., 
from crude petroleum. Senator James of 
Kentucky introduced the joint resolution, 
which came from the Committee on Pat- 
ents of both houses, and with this letters 
from Secretary Lane, Commissioner Ew- 
ing of the Patent Office, and Director 
Manning of the Bureau of Mines. 


The assignment carries to the govern- 
ment the right and title to the process 
patents as applied to crude oil produced 


in the United States. Dr. 
the rights in the patents 
oil produced in foreign countries or im- 
ported into the United States. The as- 
signment by Dr. Rittman is in perpetuity. 

In the supplemental information pre- 
sented to the Senate with the joint reso- 
luticn, Director Manning's letter was, per- 
haps, the most important, containing as it 
does, the following statements:- 

The gasoline process seems certain greatly 
to increase the gasoline yield of the oil sup- 
ply of the United States. 

The crude oils produced in this country 
have a normal gasoline content of from 5 to 
25 per cent. with ordinary refining processes. 

The «average gasoline yield of United 
States oils is somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of 15 per cent, The Rittman cracking 
process will increase this yield to 45 per 
cent, by running the residuum through the 
still once, and by taking the remaining 
products heavier than gasoline and running 
them back through the still until no more 

ine can be obtained the total gasoline 
yield can be increased to 75 per cent. 

The importance of thus increasing the 

line yield of the average oil of the 
United States 400 per cent. above the picid 
by ordinary refining processes can hard 
overstated, 


Licenses Under the Rittman Patents. 


The desire of the petroleum industry to 
use this gasoline process has been so great 
and so many applications have been re- 
|} ceived for permission to use the process 
without waiting for the issuance of a pat- 
ent that the department has issued a 
number of licenses for such use pending 
the granting of the patent and the assign- 
ment of the patent rights to the Secre- 
tary. I inclose a license form similar to 
those which have been issued.

In addition to these, applications for 
licenses are pending and some further 
licenses are about to be issued. 

The letter from Secretary Lane 
plained the legislation as being:— 
#or the purpose of vesting in the Secretary 
of the Interior, as trustee for the people of 
the United States, all rights and interest in 
any patents which may be secured by Dr. 
Walter F. Rittman under applications Nos. 
22019 and 22020, for patents for certain im- 
provements in the manufacture of gasoline, 
benzine and toluene, etc. 

The Rittman processes for the production of 
gasoline, and of benzene and toluene, have 
been proven commercially practicable, but in 
the further commercial development of these 
processes improvements will undoubtedly be 
made. It is quite possible that some of these 
improvements may render still more successful 
and economical the operation of the processes, 
and if any concern making use of the processes 
is to be allowed to patent in its own name the 
improvements that may be developed the result 
may be the establishment of a virtual monop- 
oly in the hands of the concern securing such 
patents. 

If Congress is willing, through the joint res- 
olution referred to, to authorize the Secretary 
of the Interior to accept this assignment of 
the Rittman processes patents, the public wel- 
fare can be adequately protected through a 
condition imposed upon licenses of the proc- 
cesses, requiring that all improvements devel- 
oped in their operation shal] be patented in 
the name of the Secretary of the Interior. Un- 
less the authority asked for in this resolution 
is given to the Secretary of the Interior, he 
can not accept the assignment of the Rittman 
patent rights, and these rights may revert to 
Dr. Rittman or to the private parties or cor- 
porations to whom he may assign them. 

The letter from Commissioner Ewing of 
the United States Patent Office approved 
the resolution. A statement prepared by 
the United States Bureau of Mines set 
forth the justification of the legislation 
proposed, in part as follows:—

Reasons for the Assignment. 


Dr. Walter F. Rittman, an employe of the 
Bureau of Mines, invented processes for the 


production of gasoline, benzene and toluene 
from crude or other oils. These processes, 
properly developed, seem certain to prove of 
immense value to the people of the United 
States. 

Dr. Rittman desires that the benefit of his 
inventions, so far as they may be applied to 


oils produced in the United States, shall inure 
to the people of the United and, in 
general, discoveries made in the course of em 
ployment by the United States should be the 
property of the United States, except, perhaps, 
as to foreign rights. 

The Secretary of the Interior, as the head of 
the department in which the processes were 
developed and in which the administration of 
the patents should be carried on, is the most 
logical trustee for the people. Dr. Rittman,

has executed an assignment 
the Secretary of the Interior.

to accept this assignment It is important that 
the joint resolution be passed, since the assign 
ment, by its own terms, becomes void if the 
Secretary of the Interior remains without legal 
authority to accept it.

This license is non-exclusive and is with- 
out royalty The preamble and affidavit 
signed by Dr. Rittman was issued on 
March 2, 1916, and sets forth the facts 
with reference to the proposed transfer of 
patents from Dr. Rittman to the Secre-

The patents affected are:—For the man- 
ufacture of benzene, toluene, ete., filed 
May 15, 1915, serial No. 29019; and for the 
manufacture of gasoline, file@ May 13, 
19165, serial No. 29020. 

It is expected the House will promptly 
concur in the resolution. The formal 
transfer of patents by the Patent Office 
will follow. 


NEARLY $400,000,000 IN NEW OIL 
COMPANIES SINCE 1914. 


Compilation of Incorporation Sta- 
tistics Shows More Than 350 New 
Companies for Acquiring and De- 
veloping Oil Lands and Refining 
Oil Prodacts Since the Outbreak 
of the European War. 


Recent compilation of available data as 
to the number, capital and similar de- 
tails of companies interested in oil pro- 
duction and refining, incorporated since 
the beginning of the European war in 
August, 1914, show a tremendous growth in 
this department of American industry. 
Figures are available up to and including 
April, 1916, although the new Sinclair Oil 
Company, with its $0,000,000 capitaliza 
tion, is mot included in the list. From a 
study of the data the following facts are 
drawn :—

In making up this statistical total only 
companies with an authorized capital of 
$50,000 or more were included; hence the 
figures are not complete since there are 
hundreds of organizations with capital 
running less than the minimum standard 
set. The largest concern included in the 
list is Pan-American Petroleum amd 
Transport Company, with an authorized 
capital of $150,000,000. 

The rise in the number of companies 
and the amount of capital representéd be- 
gan in November and December, 1914, 
where nearly $12,000,000 in new capital was 
represented each month. This figure was 
not approximated until June, 1915. when 
there was an increase from the $2,785,000 
in May to the surprising total of $17,- 
175,000. October of the same year was an- 
other banner month, but the total for 
February of this year was im itself more 
than the grand total for all the months 
under consideration, since it reached the 
amount of $163,915,000.

The incorporation of companies for the 
manufacture and distribution of chemi- 


cals, drugs and dyes, from January, 1915, 
to April, 1916, inclusive, represents a capi- 
talization of nearly $118,000,000. Similar 
figures for shipping companies since the 
opening of the war, August, 1914, total 
about $67,000,000, while the aggregate capi- 
tal represented in the formation of war 
munitiOns companies reaches a total of 
approximately $125,000,000, the Hammond 
Arms Company representing $25,000,000 of 
this in the total for April, 1916. 

The total of $100,000,000 invested in dye- 
stuff plants, quoted several times in the 
Reporter, is thus seen to have been con- 
servative, since the figures above—which 
do not include the host of smaller con- 
cerns—aggregate the sum of $118,000,000. 





Increased Output of Mexican Gaso- 
line Planned. 


Tampico, Mexico, May 1, 1916. 

Notwithstanding the prevailing impres- 
sion im the United States that the crude 
oil of the Tampico region is a source of a 
very small supply of gasoline, the present 
output of the refineries and the one at 
Minatitlan, om the Isthmus of Tehuante- 
pec, aggregates more than 2,000,000 barrels 


of gasoline per annum. It is expected 
that when enlargements that are now 
planned are made the capacity will be 


brought up to a total of fully 5,000,000 
barrels per annum. The output of the 
refinery of the Mexican Petroleum Com- 
pany here will be increased soon to ap- 
proximately 1,100,000 barrels per annum by 
enlargement of the plant which is to be 
made immediately. The Pierce Oil Corpo- 
ration’s big plant will likewise during the 
year, if political conditions of the coun- 
try become more settled, place its refin- 
eries at Vera Cruz and the City of Mexico 
in operation to full capacity. 

The refineries of the Lord Cowdray in- 
terests, Operated under the names of the 
Eagle Oil Company and 8S. Pearson & Son, 
Ltd., are to also have their outputs in- 
creased. Two or more new refineries of 
large capacities are in prospect.

The International Institute of Agricul- 
ture, Kome, has just published its half- 
yearly review on the production, com- 
merce and prices of manures and chemi- 
cal products useful to agriculture. The

1. WORLD’S PRODUCTION. 


Regarding matural phosphates, the par- 
ticular conditions of the industry, on ac- 
count of the international situation, have 
diminished the amount of data available 
for the years 1914 and 1915.

Among the 
topics which will be discussed are the 
outleok for a repeal of the emergency tax 
on perfumes and cosmetics, the prospect 
for a lowering of the import taxes on 
crude materials, and the desirability of a 
federal price maintenance law. 

A theatre party has been planned for to- 
morrow evening, when a performance of 
“Sybil,’’ at the Liberty Theatre, will be 
witnessed by the delegates and their 
ladies. This will be followed by a recep- 
tion and after-theatre supper in the Hotel 
Liltmore. 

An innovation has been planned for the 
annual banquet, which will be held in the 
Hotel Biltmore on Thursday evening, by 
extending the invitations to this festivity 
to the ladies who accompany the delegates 


at the meeting, imstead of limiting the 
guests, as heretofore, to the men alone. 


Colonel Austen Colgate, vice-president of 
Colgate & Co., will be toastmaster on this 
occasion. The after-dinner speakers in- 
clude former President William Howard 
Taft, Rabbi Stephen S. Wise and Theo- 
dore Todd, a member of the tariff investi- 
gating board appointed by Mr. Taft, who 
will speak on “The Tariff, the Political 
Plaything.’”’” Mr. Todd is especially fa- 
miliar with the needs of the perfumery in- 
dustry, as he made a study of the chem- 
ical and allied trade conditions while serv- 
ing on the tariff board.

All the Leading Chemical Concerns 
in Germany Making Aniline Col- 
ors United to Meet Foreign Com- 
petition Given Impetus by Tem- 
porary Exclusion of German 


Products Due to War Conditions. 

A Berlin dispatch, which comes by the 
way of London, states that all the lead- 
ing chemical concerns in Germany making 
aniline colors have formed a_ coalition 
which will adopt every means possible 
to increase the efficiency of German dye- 
stuffs manufacturers, and improve the 
quality of the dyes. 

Fereign competition, due to war condi- 
tions and the exclusion of German aniline 
colors from consuming countries, is the 
reason given for this action. Since the 
outbreak of hostilities, and the conse- 
quent aniline dye shortage in the United 
States and elsewhere, other governments 
have encouraged the making of aniline 
dyes by subsidies, increased tariffs and 
other protective laws, and the subject of 
such protection is still before Congress in 
this country. Further measures on the 
part of countries other than Germany are 
looked for. 

To meet the expected 
market conditions shall become more as 
they were prior to the war, the ‘‘coali- 
tion’’ will co-operate in securing new pro- 
tective laws in Germany, will exchange 
among its members details of new manu- 
facturing processes, etc., and will prepare 
themselves in every manner for the 
prosecution of a bitter trade war to re- 
cover lost territory long supplied by mak- 
ers of German dyestuffs and aniline col- 
ors.

1915 Exports of Cutch from Burma 
Five Times Those of 1914. 


Washington, May 5, 1916. 

Rangoon, Burma, India, reports the de- 
mand in the United States for crude dyes 
is being met in part by increased ‘ship- 
ments of cutch from Burma. In 1915 
1,234,140 pounds of cutch were exported 
more than five times the exports of the 
preceding year. Cutch is brought to the 
market in principally three forms. ‘Tab 
lets—small rectangular blocks weighing 
lets—small rectangular blocks weighing 
from one to two pounds; blocks—more or 
less square blocks weighing from twenty 
eight to fifty-six pounds; baskets—a soft 
cutch of a thick consistency, not so firmly 
congealed as the other two qualities. Tab- 
let cutch is the best quality, and basket 
cutch the lowest. On arrival in Rangoon 
the cutch is packed in wooden cases (usu- 
ally containing one hundredweight net) 
and is then ready for export

A review of the logwood situation in the 
West Indies and Honduras has been re- 
ceived from Cape Haitien in Hayti, San 
Domingo and other points throughout the 
West Indies. The Haytien repert says 
that the present local price of logwocd is 
26.66 per short ton. Receipts at that port 
from the interior are estimated at about 
4 tons each week; about 8,000 or 9,000 
tons available at two Haytien ports. Scar- 
city of ships has prevented movement. 
One American schooner, it appears, re- 
cently took a cargo of logwood at $10 a 
ton. Steamship agents are asking as high 
as $16 a ton. The San Domingo report 
says that more than 1,000 tons of logwood 
are in San Domingo awaiting shipment. 
The present price of the wood delivered 
at the beach ranges at about $30 to $35, 
“which is more than 100 per cent. in- 
crease.”’ 


China Planting Indigo to Meet 
Shortage in Dyestuffs. 


Washington, May 5, 1916. 
The scarcity of dyes has become acute 
in China. A Peking report says that prior 
to the introduction of the German prod- 
uct, only a few years ago, China was

using vegetable dyes of her own manu- 
facture, With the enormous shipments of 
German dyes from China to the United 
States at fancy prices, the Chinese have 
begun to revive the vegetable dye indus- 
try, so that indigo is again being planted 
in sections of this country to help supply 
the demand created by the shortage of 
German dyes. The imports of aniline 
dyes and manufactured indigo into China 
during the year prior to the outbreak of 
the war were upward of $10,000,000 gold, 
and the trade was almost entirely in the 
hands of German manufacturers. During 
1914 China exported to the United States 
artificial dyes worth about $3,000,000 gold. 


Ways and Means Committee May 
Act as to Dyestuffs. 


Washington, May 5, 1916. 

There have been intimations during tne 
past few days that the members of the 
Democratic majority of the Ways and 
Means Committee in the House contem- 
plate “doing something” with respect to 
dyestuffs legislation in connection with 
the proposed internal revenue bill. These 
intimations are that a bill will be pro- 
posei| carrying rates of duty on imports 
of dyestuffs considerably below the rates 
proposed in the Hill bill. The rates of 
duty proposed were based on findings by 
the National Chemical Association. 

Leading dyestuffs manufacturers have 
been approached with a view to ascertain- 
ing if they believe that lower rates would 


be adequate and would induce the invest- 
ments in dye manufacture sufficient to 
meet the needs of Americun consumers. 
The replies of these manufacturers have 
been frankly made that in their opinion 
duties lower than those proposed in the 
Hill bill would not meet the situation nor 
induce capital io invest in a dyestuffs in- 
dustry. 

An interesting disclosure is made in con- 
nection with a communication addressed 
by the German ambassador to the Secre- 
tury of State giving details of the plan 
for furnishing 15,000 tons of dyestuffs to 
American consumers, and that is the in- 
timation that the German dye plants 
would, if necessary, turn from other em- 
ployment to manufacture dyes for the 
United States. This is accepted as mean- 
ing that there are no surplus stocks of 
dyes in the German plant.

Methods of Manufacture. 


The method probably most commonly 
used in the industries for the manufac- 
ture of trinitrotoluene involves three sep- 
arate operations: (a) the preparation of 
noncanitrotoluene, (b) the conversion of 
mononitrotoluene into dinitrotoluene, (c) 
the further nitration of dinitrotoluene in- 
to trinitrotoluene. In addition to any 
other economical advantages this metiod 
may possess, it would be the obvious 
method where it is desired to utilize a 
part of the mononitrotoluene and dinitro- 
toluene products for purposes other than 
the preparation of trinitrotoluene. But 
where the sole object is the preparation of 
trinitrotoluene, and no regard is had to

New Potash Supply Found in Great 
Salt Lake Marsh. 


Washington, May 5, 1%16 

Potash im surprisingly large proportions 
has been found in the brines and muds 
of the Salduro Marsh, a sink in the Salt 
Lake Desert, Utah, sixty miles west of 
Great Salt Lake. From the clays under 
lying the salt body which 
marsh the United States Geological Sur- 
vey collected samples at depths of eight 
to twelve feet, in which the dissolved salts 
were found to contain from 2 to about 31, 
per cent. of potash, and 24% per cent. was 
found in the soluble salts at a depth of 
about four feet. Of the dissolved salts 
contained in the brines occupying the 
spaces between the salt crystals in the 
crust overlying these muds 3 to 4 per cent 
was found to be potash. 

The brines and muds from the Salduro 
Marsh contain considerable magnesium 
chloride, as well as chlorides of potassium 
and sodium. 

It is believed that the amount of potash 
present in the region, if it can be extract 
ed with commercial success, is sufficient 
to provide a valuable source of supply 
to the country.

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Lower Court Decision Reaffirmed in 
Richards & Co. Suit. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court on Friday affirmed unanimously 
the decision of the lower court in the case 
of Richards & Co. of Boston against 
Wreschner and others for a default in a 
contract for the delivery of Belgian anti- 
mony, which the defendants attempted 
to relieve by the impossibility of perform- 
ance as a result of the war. This decision 
and a record of the was printed in 
full in the Reporter at the time. As this 
contingency had not been covered in the 
contract, the court held that it could not 
be implied and the defendants were liable 
for the full amount of damages. The 
contract was entered into in this city be- 
tween the plaintiffs and Beer, Sondheim 
& Co., agents for the defendants, on Jam- 
uary 28, 1914, covering the shipment of a 
certain brand of antimony made by one 
concern in Belgium for eight months 
commencing February at the rate ot 
fifteen tons a month, cash against docu- 
ments on arrival of vessels. The action 
was based on the failure to deliver the 
August and September installments, for 
which $3,460 was asked. 

Defendants pleaded the impossibility to 
complete shipments by reason of the dec- 
laration of war between Germany and 
Belgium, resulting in the suspension of 
Belgium production, with the further re- 
striction of exports of the subject matter 
of the contract. Judge Weeks’ opinion 
covered the issues at length and the 
higher court affirmed it without further 
opinion. The essential point was to the 
effect that so long as the defendants had 
agreed to make deliveries without restric- 
tion, save that of “No arrival, no sale,” 
they would be bound, regardless of the

In a decision (T. D. 2326) made by the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue com- 
municated to the collector of the fifth 
district, Newark, N. J., at the request of 
parties in that district, for the use of 
alcohol denatured with formaldehyde, the 
following formula has been approved, to 
be used exclusively for the purpose of 
preserving the United States Pharmaco- 
pewia solution of formaldehyde: 

To 100 gallons of ethyl alcohol add 10 gallons 
of solution of formaldehyde, conforming to the 
specifications of the United States Pharmaco- 
peia. The amount of denatured alcohol to be 
used in the finished product must not exceed 
20 per cent,

ropdan and Oriental countries’ will 
then. begin to ship such quantities: of 
the articles which are in scantiest sup- 
ply here, is inspiring a cautious atti- 
tude on the part of operators in the 
drug market on‘the score of stocking 
up. Many large handlers of chemicals, 
and especially of the phenol deriva- 
tives, are becoming conservative about 
laying in supplies, as they are begin- 
ning to fear a flooding of this market 
with foreign products as soon as peace 
is re-established abroad, 

An increasing desire to convert at 
least a large portion of their present 
holdings into cash and to keep their 
stocks comperatively light, in the ex- 
pectation that a serious break in prices 
will follow upon the restoration of 
adequate shipping facilities, is induc- 
ing many of the leading drug han- 
dlers to make concessions in, various 
lines and, as buying operations on the 
part of domestic consumers show fur- 
ther contraction and purchasing by 
foreign interests is also lagging, prices 
have been reduced in many directions. 
For the first time since the beginning 
of the European war the list of de- 
clines has been greater than ‘that of 
the advances, 


A sharp rise in the price of bar sil- 


end before 


ver, which has carried the price to 
753c. an ounce, the highest figure 
reached in a score of years, has been 


reflected to a noteworthy degree in the 
prices asked for most of the Chinese 
and Japanese products, especially in 
anise and cassia oils, both of Chinese 
origin, as well as in the producing cost 
and market quotation for silver ni- 
trate. 

Additional reductions in the prices 
named for ‘quicksilver and both hard 
and soft mercurial preparations have 
also been among the most important 
of the week's price changes. Other 
salient developments have been a fur- 
ther marking up of prices for some 
brands of Norwegian codliver oil, 
which is now being held at the highest 
figures ever reached in the history of 
the industry; a lowering of the manu- 
facturers’ quotation for chloroform 
and in the second hands’ asking fig- 
ures for quinine salts, as well as a re- 
duction in prices for U. S. P. bromine, 
powdered Chinese cantharides, U.S. 
P. carbolic acid, clove oil, American 
saffron fiowers, or safflower, Cape 
aloes, thyme leaves, Cartagena ipecac 
root, Spanish anise seed, celery seed, 
bleached coriander seed, Morocco cu- 
min seed, yellow English poppy seed, 
some descriptions of cassia, cloves, 
nutmegs and black pepper and all va- 
rieties bf carnauba or Brazil wax, ex- 
cept the flor grade. 

Besides the advances noted above 
there have also been uplift of prices 
for cocoa butter, cresol, Haarlem oil, 
potassium bicarbonate, quassia chips, 
salicine, phosphoric and  pyrogallic 
acids, buckthorn bark, Italian and 
West Indian sweet orange oil and syn- 
thetic wintergreen oil, savory leaves, 
senna pods, false unicorn or helonias 
root, caraway seed, foenugreek seed 
and Dutch poppy seed. 

Reports from London stating that 
the British Government has bought all 
the available supply of codliver as well 
as all other fish and animal oils in 
Norway are discredited by all local 
sales agents for the Norwegian refin- 
ers Of the first-mentioned article, as it 
is known that the German Government 
has already contracted for 40,000 bar- 
rels of this oil in that country, and 
that the total codliver oil yield so far 
this season. in Norway has reached 
only 43,000 barrels, while there has 
been no carryover stocks there from 
the 1915 catch and yield.

OPIUM. 


Only a light demand is now reported 
for the basic narcotic from foreign and 
domestic consumers, but although a 
distinctly easier undertone has devel- 
oped, in consequence of the dimin- 
ished buying movement, New York im- 
porters and other handlers have not 
taken any steps toward lowering their 
prices for this article, and are, there- 
fore, still asking $11.50 per pound for 
good Turkey druggists’ quality in 
cases and $13 for both powdered and 
granuler grades. 


MORPHINE. 


Domestic manufacturers continue to 
hold their output of this opium deriva- 
tive strongly on a bulk basis of $5.50 
per ounce for the muriate and sulphate 
forms, in 25-ounce lots, in one delivery, 
while still quoting the acetate and al- 
kaloid forms at $6.95. Foreign users 
are buying only sparingly and domes- 
tic consumers are limiting their pur- 
chases to hand-to-mouth proportions. 


CODEINE. 


Business has been rather quiet in 
this opium product of late, as neither 
domestic or foreign consumers are 
buying more than enough to fill their 
most pressing requirements. Ameri- 
can makers are still asking $6.35 per 
ounce for the phosphate, nitrate and 
muriate descriptions, and $8.50 for the 
alkaloid form, in 10-ounce lots, in one 
delivery. 

QUININE, 

In the absence of more than a 
demand second hands have 
their prices still further of late and 
are now offering such “outside” lots 
of the salts as they have in this city 
at 72c. and, in a few instances, at 7Oc., 
or 5c. lower than the figure asked by 
the domestic manufacturers for their

SUNDRY DRUGS AND MISCELLAN- 
EOUS ITEMS. 


ACETANILID.—An, easier undertone 
is developing in the market for this 
coal-tar medicinal product, as the pro- 
duction of phenol is augmented. Ad- 
ditional sales have been made at $2, 
and a large manufacturer in the South 
has recently offered for nearby de- 
livery at $1.60. 

ANTIMONY. — Although the manu- 
facturers of this metal product are 
still “holding the umbrella” for second 
hands by maintaining their meager 
output at 40c. for fine powdered needle 
goods, offers of small “outside” lots 
continue to be made at 35c. 

BENZOL. — Leading manufocturers 
are shading their prices for this hy- 
drocarbon, whose production is being 
augmented daily, and are now offering 
at 80@85c. for pure water white and 
at 70@75c. for technical grades. 

BLUE MASS.—In recognition of the 
recent further lowering of prices for 
quicksilver, manufacturers of this soft 
mercurial preparation have lowered 
their prices 20c., and are now quoting 
blue mass at 85c. and powdered blue 
pill at 87c. in lots of 50 pounds and 
over. 

BROMINE. — Although manufactur- 
ers continue to hold their output of 
these salts strongly at $4.50 for the 
ammonia, $3.50 for the soda and $4 for 
the strontium, they have recently low- 
ered their quotation for the potash 
preparation and are now offering it 
at $4.50, the same figure as has been 
quoted for more than a week by sec- 
ond hands. “Outside” lots, of small 
proportions, of ammonia, soda and 
strontium continue to be quoted 50c. 
under manufacturers’ prices. 

BROMINE.—The United States Phar- 
macopeial grade has been marked 
down to the extent of 50c. by all the 
leading manufacturers, and is now be- 
ing offered at $4. Technical goods con- 
tinue to be held at $3.50. Increasing 
production is given as the underlying 
reason for this recession. Reports in 
the daily newspapers telling of the im- 
position of an embargo upon shipments 
of this commodity by railroads with 
terminals in the metropolitan district 
appear to have been based solely on 
the action of the New York Central 
Railroad in warning all shippers that 
it would refuse to accept any further 
lots of this article for shipment over 
its lines, since several bottles broke 
and leaked in its Hudson street freight 
station last Tuesday, unless the goods 
have been packed in accordance with 
the requirements of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

CALOMEL—In sympathy with the 
latest reduction in prices for quicksil- 
ver, prices for this hard mercurial 
preparation have been lowered 40c. fur- 
ther to $1.88. 

CANTHARIDES.—Powdered Chinese 
flles are now being offered somewhat 
more freely, and are being quoted at 
$1.40@1.50. The whole Chinese flies con- 
tinue to be quoted at $1.30. Latest ar- 
rivals have included fifty cases from 
Shanghei. Russian goods continue to 
be held at $8@8.50, and the powdered 
description at $8.50@9. 

CASTOR OIL. — Further compara- 
tively large arrivals of castor beans 
or seed have been noted at the local 
port but have exerted little influence 
upon the market for this oil. Among 
these latest arrivals have been 8,958 
bags from Calcutta on the steamship 
Australia and 6,282 bags from Liver- 
pool on the steamships Valeria and 
Celtic, as well as 3,675 bags from Hull 
on the steamship Gallileo. There have 
also been arrivals of 2,800 bags on the 
steamship Idaho and 1,948 bags on the 
steamship Galileo, in transit to Buf- 
falo. The beans which have reached 
here of late have not caused a ‘note- 
worthy easing of the oil market be- 
cause, in most instances, they have 
been held up at the piers of this port 
by labor troubles. Since Great Britain 
has obtained her quota of the seed, it 
has removed the hitherto existing 
virtual prohibition of exports of these 
goods to the United States and other 
countries. 

CITRINE OINTMENT.—In view of 
the latest lowering of prices for quick- 
silver, manufacturers of this soft mer- 
curial preparation have lowered their 
prices 5c to 65c. in lots of 50 pounds 
and over. 

CHLOROFORM.—With a recent fall- 





ing off in the export demand and a 
slackening of domestic purchasing, 
American manufacturers of this com- 
modity have lowered their prices 
10c. to a basis of 60c. A few mak- 
ers are still demanding a premium of 
10c. over this figure for the grades 
designated as especially recommended 
for anaesthesia. 

COCOA BUTTER.—A sharp uplift in 
prices named for this article has fol- 
lowed closely upon a steady lowering 
of stocks and unabated buying by 
leading consumers. Domestic makers 
are now asking a minimum of 43c. for 
bulk goods, while demanding up to 
431%4c, and even 44c. in some instances. 
The wrapped fingers, in twelve-pound 
boxes, have been raised commensu- 
rately, and are now being quoted at 
45@48c., according to brand. 

CODLIVER OIL.—Latest advices 
from Aalesund and Bergen, Norway, 
tell of only moderately satisfactory re- 
turns from the fishing to date. These 
reports show that the fish catch so 
far this season has amounted to only 
41,300,000 fish, as compared with 53,333.- 
300 fish for the corresponding period 
of last year, and that the oil yield has 
reached 42,977 barrels, as compared 
with 37,235 barrels for the similar pe- 
riod of 1915. Reports that the British 
Government had bought all the avail- 
able supply of fish and animal oils in 
Norway are not credited in the local 
market, at least so far as they seem- 
ingly relate to codliver oil, as it is 
thus perceived that the yield of this oil 
in that country to date has reached 
only 43,000 barrels, and of this the Ger- 
man Government is known to have al- 
ready purchased 40,000 barrels, and it 
is likewise understood that there is no 
1915 carry-over. Latest advices from 
Aalesund and Bergen also state that 
the refiners there are now asking $190 
per barrel, f. 0. b. Norway. As New 
York importers and other handlers of 
this oil will presumably be unable to 
obtain any new crop Norwegian oil 
until next March, if then, unless there 
is a speedy cessation of hostilities 
abroad, they are becoming firmer in 
their views daily, and are now asking 
a minimum of $150 for good brands, 
while demanding $175 for one brand. 
Newfoundland oil continues to be very 
strongly maintained at $120@125. 

CORROSIVE SUBLIMATE.—In rec- 
ognition of the recent further decline 
in quicksilver, manufacturers of this 
hard mercurial preparation have re- 
duced their prices 30c. more to $1.73 for 
the crystals and to $1.66 for the granu- 
lar and powdered grades. 

CRESOL.—The United States Phar- 
macopeial goods are in very scanty 
supply and are now being strongly 
maintained by domestic makers at 
$1.36@1.50. 

CREOSOTE.—One English house is 
offering beechwood goods at a. 
but most local handlers of this article 
continue to hold out for:a minimum 
of $8. 

FUSEL OIL. — Crude oil is almost 
unobtainable and is generally being 
quoted at the prohibitive figure of 36 
for the grade, although occasionally 
offered at materially lower figures and 
quoted nominally by some manufac- 
turers at $3.50@4.50. Refined oil is 
still being very strongly maintained at 
$6 and amyl acetate at $5.25. 


GELATINE.—Silver brand goods are 
in very scanty supply and very diffi- 
cult of replenishment. Local holders 
have, therefore, raised their prices 10c. 
further to a minimum of Tic. The lo- 
cal market is still bare of the gold 
brand article. 

HAARLEM OIL.—Though occasional 
offers of this article were made early 
in the week at $2.75, all leading im- 
porters and other handlers in this 
market are now asking $3 for virtually 
all brands. 

LICORICE.—An offer of the Syrian 
root has been made here of late for 
delivery in about three weeks at 22c. 
and local handlers conitinue to quote 
the powder compound at 18@24c. 

GLYCERINE.—A “deadlock” between 
leading consumers of the dynamite 
grade and the big distillers thereof 
continues to restrain operations in both 
this and the other refined grade, chem- 
ically pure The pharmaceutical in- 
terests are taking only relatively small 
lots of the C. P. grade, and the explo- 
sive makers have temporarily ceased 
buying any except very meager lote 
of dynamite goods. The distillers of 
C. P. continue to ask 60c. for their out- 
put in drums and 6lc. in cages, and 
sellers of dynamite are still demanding 
60c, for that description, although the 
largest consumers assert their unwill- 
ingness to pay more than 6B5c., after 
having bought up heavily at 55c. and 
up to 60c. in the previous week. Crude 
grades continue firmly held, with soap- 
lye at 42c. and saponification at 46@ 
47c. naked, and with 30 degrees yellow 
distilled at 60%c. and candle crude at 
46@47ec. 

Chicago Glycerine Market. 
Chicago, May 3, 1916. 

No trading was reported this week in the 
local glycerine market. Nobody hag shown 
any interest. Bids of 550. for dynamite glyc- 
erine have been withdrawn, and the market is 
purely nominal. Holders are asking around 
60c., and on a firm bid that price could be 
— ?: glycerine is also at a standstill, being 
held at 60c.

MENTHOL.—Some additional sales 
of this article have been made here at 
$3.15 in cases and broken lots con- 
tinue to command $3.15@3.20. In a few 
quarters, -however, it is intimated 
that $3.10 could still be done in a small 
way. Exports from Japan last year 
are reported to have amounted to 325,- 
464 kin, as compared with 269,266 kin 
for the previous year. 

MERCURY BISULPHATE.—In sym- 
pathy with the recent further lower- 
ing of prices for quicksilver, manufac- 
turers have marked their quotation for 
this hard mercurial down 40c. further 
to $1.54. 

MERCURY AND CHALK.—As a 
result of the further reduction of 
prices for the basic metal, prices for 
this soft mercurial preparation have 
been lowered from 20c. to 87c. 

MERCURIAL OINTMENT.—Another 
sequel to the steadily declining market 
for quicksilver has been found in an 
additional marking down of prices for 
this soft mercurial to the extent of 20c., 
making the revised quotations 88c. for 
the 33 1-3 per cent. description, or U. S. 
P, variety, and $1.13 for the 50 per cent. 
variety. 

NITRATE OF SILVER.—The recent 
sensational rise of bar silver to 775%c. 
an ounce, the highest figure reached in 
a score of years, has naturally been 
reflected to a noteworthy extent in a 
sharp marking up of prices for the 
nitrate preparation. Although’ the 
price of bar silver has receded slightly 
of late, domestic manufacturers of this 
derivative are now asking 475éc. in 500 
to 1,000 ounce lots, 48%c. in 100-ounce 
lots and 49%c. in smaller quantities 
down to a single ounce. 

PRECIPITATES.—This hard mer- 
curial has been marked down 50c. in 
recognition of the recent additional 
lowering of prices for yuicksiiver, do- 
mestic manufacturers making their re- 
vised quotations $2.08 for the red, $2.18 
for the powdered red, $2.18 als: fcr the 
white and $2.23 for the powdered white. 

POTASH. — Bicarbonate has been 
marked up 25c. to $1.65 on a growing 
shortage, but other salts in the me- 
dicinal group remain unchanged. 

QUASSIA.—Chips and shaving have 
been advanced to 9@10c., as supplies 
have been still further reduced of late.

ACIDS. 


CARBOLIC.—An easing tendency 
continues to be noted in the market 
for this acid, in consequence of great- 
ly augmented production and the ever- 
present reports of a speedy termination 
of the war abroad, suggestive of a 
flooding of the American markets with 
phenol from Germany and Great 
Britain. Local handlers are now of- 
fering relatively small lots at 82%c. 
and, in some instances, at 80c. for the 
U. S. P. acid in drums. Bottle prices 
are 99c. for the five-pound bottles and 
$1.02@1.05 for the pound bottles. 

PHOSPHORIC.—In view of the high 
cost of raw materials and a steadily in- 
creasing demand, domestic manufac- 
turers of this acid have raised their 
prices for the 1,710 specific gravity 
test, or U. S. P. grade to 29%c. in 
lots of 500 pounds or more, in one 
shipment, while quoting this descrip- 
tion in demijohns at 30c., with the 
containers extra and in lots of 5 cases 
or more at 32c.; in cases containing 
ten 10-pound bottles at 32%c. and in 
smaller quantities, bottles extra, at 
34c. The 1,750 specific gravity acid is 
being quoted at 30@34éc. 

PYROGALLIC.—Domestic makers of 
this acid have continued to hold their 
prices very firmly within the week on 
a basis of $2.75 in most instances, but 
one large maker has raised the quota- 
tion to $2.95@3. 

BALSAMS, 

FIR.—Some sales of the Oregon bal- 
sam have been made of late at 75c. per 
gallon and this seems to be an inside 
figure for these goods, while up to Sc.

BEANS, 


VANILLA.—Active buying of Mexi- 
can, Bourbon and Tahiti beans con- 
tinues to be reported on the part of 
the extract makers, whose supplies are 
being rapidly reduced by the heavy 
saesonable taking of the ice cream and 
soda water supply interests. New York 
operators are very firm in their views, 
in consequence of the strong situation 
in the producing regions of Mexico 
and the growing uneasiness on the 
score of shipments from that country, 
and are still asking $4.25@5, according 
to quality, for the moderate to high 
grade Mexican beans while only occa- 
sionally offering indifferent quality 
whole goods at $4. Mexican cuts are 
still being held at $3.3714@3.50. 

Bourbons are still in only moderate 
supply in Paris, Bordeaux and Mar- 
seilles, where first quality goods con- 
tinue to be conspicuous by their ab- 
sence, and are in only fair stock in 
the local market. New York handlers 
continue to hold their goods firmly at 
$2.75@3.50, according to quality. 

South Americans are in very scanty 
supply, and are concentrated in strong 
hands in the local market. These 
beans are still being held at $3.25@3.50 
for good Guadaloupe offerings. 

Tahitis are in only light supply here 
and on the Pacific Coast, and are be- 
ing strongly maintained here at $1.40@ 
1.50 for the green label, and at $1.75@ 
1.85 for the white label beans. 

ESSENTIAL OILS. 


ANISE.—As a sequel to the recent 


sharp advance in the cost of bar silver 
and a consequent marking up of prices 
for all commodities in countries where 
silver is the standard for the currency 
system, prices for this Chinese product 
have been raised 74%@10c., and is now 
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U. S.P Guaranteed 
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At the Centennial Exhibition, 1914, at Christiania, Norwa 
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being strongly held by local importers 
and other handlers at $1.12%@1.15 for 
the ordinary goods and at $1.15@1.20 
for the lead-free description. Latest 
advices from the primary markets in 
China are indicative of a strongly ad- 
vancing tendency. 

CASSIA.—As with anise oil, cassia 
oil has advanced sharply on the re- 
cent sensational rise in the cost of bar 
silver and the consequent marking up 
of prices for all commodities in the 
countries where silver is the standard 
of the currency system, Latest advices 
from China tell of a material uplift of 
prices for this oil in the primary mar- 
kets, and this has been reflected here 
in an advance to $1.20@1.25 for ‘the 75 
@80 per cent. technical grade; to $1.30@ 
1.35 for the lead-free description, to 
$1.65@1.70 for the lead-free U. S. P. 
variety, and $1.75@1.80 for the redis- 
tilled grade, 

CLOVES.—The recent decline in the 
prices asked for Zanzibar cloves and 
the greater ease experienced in obtain- 
ing deliveries of this spice on out- 
standing contracts have brought about 
a marking down of prices for the oil 
distilled from this article. Revised 
quotations are $1.30 for the oil in cans 
and $1.35 in bottles. 

LEMON.—There has been no upward 
movement in this Messina essence 
comparable with those which have re- 
cently occurred in both bergamot and 
orange oils, because of the fact that 
supplies in the local market are known 
to be extremely heavy. Most local im- 
porters are still asking a minimum of 
$1 for their brands, but in one quar- 
ter offers are still being made of one 
brand at 95c. For another brand, how- 
ever, $1.10 continues to be asked. 

ORANGE.—One_ well-known brand 
of the Messina essence has been ad- 
vanced to $3 and a majority of local 
importers are now asking $2.85, al- 
though a few offers are still being 
made of Italian sweet orange oil at 
figures far below that level as $2.65. 
West Indian sweet oil is being strong- 
ly held at $2.50 in most quarters, but 
is being quoted in a few directions at 
$2.25 and even a trifle lower. 

WINTERGREEN.—Synthetie oil has 
been marked up again, to $2.65@2.75 
on a growing shortage of methyl 
salicylate, but sweet birch is still be- 
ing offered at $3.25 and the genuine 
leaf oil, or gaultheria, continues to be 
quoted at $4.25@4.50. 

FLOWERS. 

SAFFRON.—American saffron flow- 
ers or safflower are in slightly better 
supply, as the demand has flagged for 
this article, with the gradual passing 
of the scarlet fever and measles pe- 
riod. Local importers and other hold- 
ers of this Mexican product are now 
offering to sell at $1.75@1.80. Valencia 
or Spanish safflower flowers continue 
to be quoted at $10.75@10.90. 


MEDICINAL AND OTHER GUMS. 


ARABIC.—Canadian drug houses are 
reported to have bought extensively of 
this gum in the New York market of 
late, and the undertone continues 
very strong. Strictly clean amber sorts 
very strong. Strictly clean amber 
and white sorts at 30@34c. Unclean 
goods are being quoted at 22@23c. and 
at 25@30c., respectively. 

CAMPHOR. — Heavy 
Japanese refined gum continue to be 
made in the local market’ by leading 
importers, and latest advices from 
Japan show enormous sales of refined 
goods for export, aggregating, since the 
beginning of the year, 23,000 cases of 
refined gum to all destinations, and 
suggesting, by their magnitude, heavy 
short or oversale operations on the 
part of speculators in the primary cen- 
ters, as the yearly average output of 
refined gum in that country is only 
10,000 cases. Many of the latest sellers 
of Japanese refined gum have been 
made for deliveries as far ahead as 
December-January, and some sales of 
two-and-a-half-pound slabs have been 
made from Japan for April-May 
shipment at 5lc. Most of the New 
York importers of the Japanese refined 


purchases of 
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gum are generally asking a minimum 
of 53c. for spot stocks of the two-and- 
a-half-pound slabs, but this figure is 
being shaded by a few importers to 
52%c., and even to 52c. Domestic re 
finers continue to quote their output 
on a bulk basis of 52c. in barrels. Lat- 
est arrivals of the gum have included 
100 cases from London on the steam- 
ship Siberia. 

GAMBOGE.—A noteworthy shortage 
of this gum is now noted and pipe has 
recently commanded $1.50, while pow- 
dered has brought $1.60. 

MIAASTIC.—Only small stocks of this 
gum are now available and local hold- 
ers are asking 45@47c. 

OLIBANUM.—Sales of five cases of 
tears have just been made at l4c., and 
this now seems to be an inside figure 
for this grade. Siftings and gorts are 
being very strongly maintained at 
18@20c. and at l4c. 


HERBS AND LEAVES. 


SAVORY.—Local holders have raised 
their prices for the leaves to the ex- 
tent of a quarter cent and are now 
asking 19% @20%c. for their goods. 

SENNA.—AIl the Alexandria grades 
as well as Tinnevelly leaves are in 
very scanty supply and extremely 
firmly held at the previously men- 
tioned high figures. Pods have recent- 
ly been marked up to 20@22c., on a 
growing scarcity, and sales have re- 
cently been made at 20c. Tinnevelly 
leaves continue to be quoted at 30@ 
40c. for the whole and half leaf de- 
scriptions, and at 29@32c. for the pow- 
dered grade. 

THYME.—As a moderate accumula- 
tion of these leaves has occurred of 
late, in consequence of a falling off in 
the demand, prices have been lowered 
a quarter cent to 12%@13\c. 


ROOTS. 


LIPECAC.—Cartagena root has mani- 
fested further easiness within the 
week as the demand has diminished 
and stocks here have been found to be 
more liberal. Local importers are now 
holding their supplies of this root at 
$2.55@2.65 and the powdered grade at 
$2.80@2.85. Rio root continues be 
quoted nominally at $3.75@4. 

MUSK.—Russian root is in 
scanty supply and is generally 
strongly maintained at $2.50. 

UNICORN.—False unicorn or 
nias root has been marked 
38@40c., as stocks here 
diminished of late. 

SEEDS. 

ANISE.—Spanish seed 
marked down a quarter 
14%c., as spot stocks 
creased slightly. 

CARAWAY.—A further 
a half-cent has occurred on reports of 
an embargo imposed upon exports of 
this seed by Holland. The revised quo 
tation is 21%@22c. 

CELERY.—As the demand has lan- 
guished of late and supplies have be- 
come a little more liberal, prices have 
been lowered to 30@31c. 

FOENUGREEK.—With a recent fur- 
ther reduction of stocks of this seed, 
prices have been raised five-eighths of 
a cent to 4%@b5Bc. 

MUSTARD.—English yellow seed has 
been marked down a cent to 18@19c., 
as supplies have been augmented. 

POPPY.—Dutch seed has been 
marked up a quarter cent to 32144,@33c.. 
on a growing scarcity. India _ seed, 
however, is still being held at 25% 
@26c. 
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SPICES. 


CASSIA.—China in cases and broken, 
extra quality gpices has been offered 
down slightly of late, as the demand 
has diminished and spot stocks have 
been found more nearly adequate for 
current requirements. Revised quota- 
tions for these descriptions are 15@lé6c. 
and 12@13c. 

CLOVES.—Zanzibar goods are now 
being offered at 17@17%c., or a quarter 
cent below the figure reached a week 
ago.

The ‘basic sodas on spot have again 
settled to a lower trading basis under 
competition of second hands, brought 
about by liberal lots for resale and a 
continued quiet inquiry on the part of 
consumers, Export conditions have 
shown no appreciable improvement, 
and the inability to secure ocean ton- 
nage has brought about more or less 
congestion of various materials which 
are being forced on the open market 
by principals who have refused to 
place goods in store pending the book- 
ing of foreign freights. The bleaching 
powder market seems to be recovering 
from its recent slump, but dealers do 
not appear very confident over price 
prospects. A good deal of the resale 
bleach has been worked off, and no 
large quantities could be purchased on 
spot during the period under review. 
Sulphide of soda shows an easier ten- 
dency, but sellers are still maming for- 
mer quotations on spot. Oxalic acid 
has been sustained at the late ad- 
vance, and there is still a notable 
searcity of spot for sale. Second hands 
have shaded tartaric acid prices under 
a limited consuming demand. Arsenic 
is holding firm, and prices show a ten- 
dency to harden. Blue vitriol is offered 
a little freer on spot by second hands, 
and prices are a shade under those 
previously noted. Calcined carbo- 
nate of potash, low grade, is a shade 
easier, but other varieties are un- 
changed. Nitrate of lead is offered at 
l6c. a pound, against a former price 
of 17%c. Chloride of barium is still 
practically out of the market, and 
prices are merely nominal. Brimstone 
remains very firm under high trans- 
portation charges. Caustic potash 88@ 
92 per cent. has been shaded by second 
hands. Below is a detailed market 
report of the principal items of chem- 
ical interest; also a summary of the 
London and Liverpool chemical mar- 
kets :— 

HEAVY CHEMICALS. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA. 
ing sellers continue to quote former 
prices and report a steady movement 
on contracts for miscellaneous indus- 
trial uses. Additional offerings for im- 
mediate shipment are relatively small. 
Dealers quote car lots at 1.65c. for bar- 
rels and 1.75e. for kegs, f. 0. b. works. 
A premium of 1-5c. is exacted on all 
deliveries in this territory, less the 
usual discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Small lots 
were offered on spot in drums at 74%@ 
Sc. per pound during the interval, and 
a moderate amount of business is said 
to have been placed at these figures. 
Shipments over 1,917 are quoted 
a@3ec. a pound, according to quantity 
and seller. There appears to be a 
gradual decrease in the amount of spot 
offerings through second hands. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—It is reported that 
a considerable amount of resale ma- 
terial is still held by second hands, 
and the market has suffered under 
this depressing influence. Car lots of 
76 per cent. have been obtainable at 
54,@5%c. flat. Shipments over 1917 are 
quoted 24%@2%c. per pound on the 
basis of 60 per cent.

The spot market 
is nominally quoted at 4c. per pound 
for 18 degress in carboys. Other grades 
are higher, according to strength. 

NITRIC.—This acid is holding steady 
at former prices and spot offerings are 
still light owing to the sold condition 
of the output. The spot market is 
quoted at 8%c. for 36 degrees, while 
other degres are being quoted propor- 
tionately higher, according to strength. 


OXALIC.—There is not much of this 
acid offering on spot and sellers have 
experienced little difficulty in securing 
75e. a pound for their holdings. The 
tone of the market appears steady as it 
is not generally expected that any ma- 
terial replenishment can take place in 
the near future. 

SULPHURIC.—While the tone of this 
market is a shade easier, leading gell- 
ers generally name former prices for the 
different grades. Demand continues ac 
tive, but there is a gradual increase in 
production noted. The market for 66 
degres is quoted on the basis of $60 
per ton for immediate shipment and $45 
per ton for delivery over the year. The 
market for 60 degrees is quoted at 
$22@25 per ton in buyers’ tank cars, 
f. o. b. Southern works for prompt ship- 
ment. 

TARTARIC.—The spot market is a 
shade easier, owing to the inclination 
of buyers to hold off. At the 80c. 
was named for powdered, but a firm 
offer would likely have received con- 
sideration. Crystals were quoted at 
Sle. per pound, 

MISCELLANEOUS CHEMICALS, 

ACETATE OF LIME.—The contract 
price is still unchanged at 7@7.05c. per 
pound and production is said to be 
finding ready distribution. Spot offer- 
ings are scarce with the market nom- 
inal, the price depending on the views 
of individual holders. So far compara- 
tively little resale stock has been of- 
fered.

Export Trade Suggestions from the 
Government. 


Washington, May 3, 
The insistent demand for information 
on foreign trade subjects has led to the 
publication of a book of practical sugges- 
tions by the Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce, Department of Com- 
merce. These suggestions relate particu- 
larly to credit, agencies and packing 
A special credit warning is directed at

Saturday Noon, May 6, 1916. 


The story of the fertilizer market 
from week to week has a sameness 
which accentuates the slow trading 
movement. With the end of the sea- 
son in sight, it is expected that de- 
mand will fall off, but there has not 
been a period in the current season 
when buying could be considered as 
active. The movement of materials is 
in harmony with that of the finished 
goods, and prices in many cases are 
easing off as the outlet grows smaller 
and smaller. Nitrate of soda is report- 
ed to be in a poor position on the West 
Coast, due to accumulations of stocks 
and small prospects of working off the 
stocks. The cost of producing nitrate 
has risen, and on this account a slump 
in values is all the more important, as 
it vitally affects the industry, and 
many offices may be forced to close if 
the downward movement is not 
checked. Prices for nitrate have fallen 
in domestic markets, and the quota- 
tions this week are the lowest heard 
for some months. Blood and tankage 
also are quiet, and sellers have been 
willing to grant concessions in order 
to move stocks. Potash salts have 
been nominal for some time as far as 
the fertilizer trade was concerned, but 
there is an intermittent call for muri- 
ate of potash from the chemical trade. 
The latter is also easy in price, and 
sales have been made at $375 per ton. 
Fish scrap is offered in a small way, 
but it is old crop material, and there 
is practically no demand, and prices 
are little better than nominal. The 
fishing season will not start until the 
first of the month, but preparations 
are being made for the coming catch, 
and the trade hopes for more satisfac- 
tory results than were attained in the 
past two years. Phosphate rock is 
quiet, and a routine market exists with 
exports cut down to a minimum. For 
reports of the Baltimore, Chicago and 
Atlanta fertilizer markets, refer to in- 
dex on page 27. Detailed reports on 
the separate articles of the local mar- 
ket follow:— 


NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS. 


CYANAMID.—Sellers say there is a 
call for small lots of cyanamid for 
prompt delivery, but the season is 
drawing to a close and no active de- 
mand is looked for. Some consumers 
are reported to have taken on con- 
tracts for later delivery, with the in- 
tention of using this material in mak- 
ing up goods for next season. The 
price for cyanamid is quoted at $2.27% 
per unit of ammonia f. o. b. works and 
to this there is a charge for bagging. 

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
A dull period is reported in large 
Western producing centers and the 
market is without special feature. 
Holders are not forcing matters, as 
this would not result in bringing many 
buyers into the market. Chicago 
quotes high grade tankage at $2.50 
and ten, while dried blood is held at 
$2.65. It is probable that on a firm 
bid these prices would be shaded. 

FISH SCRAP.—It is too early for 
any material developments in the 
market for scrap, as fishing has not 
yet started and there are no indica- 
tions by which an opinion could be 
formed regarding the success of fish- 
ing operations. The only thing to be 
said is that the fishing companies are 
planning to send out the usual num- 
ber of boats and the extent of the 
catch must therefore depend upon the 
run of fish. At present there is no 
trading in fish scrap and but little is 
left in the hands of sellers. No prices 
are heard for new crop scrap and 
there is a tendency on the part of 
buyers and sellers to wait further de- 
velopments before taking chances 
ahead. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—A re- 
port from London says that the Min- 
ister of Munitions has issued a memo- 
randum dealing with the use of niter- 
cake as a substitute for sulphuric acid 
in the manufacture of sulphate of am- 
monia. The market for sulphate of 
ammonia in the United Kingdom is 
reported to be very strong, although 
exports are not up to normal. Exports 
to the United States are running espe- 
cially small, and shipments in March 
amounted to but 25 tons, as against 
2,595 tons in March last year. Another 
feature of March exports from the 
United Kingdom was the fact that no 
shipments were made to Japan. The 
following table shows exports of sul- 
phate from the United Kingdom in

There is very little change in the sit- 
uation with regard to domestic sul- 
phate. Demand is not heavy, but val- 
ues are holding rather steady and $3.56 
@3.60 per 100 pounds is the quotation. 
While the deliveries against old con- 
tracts have taken large amounts into 
consumption there has been no lack of 
spot offerings, and it is evident that 
the home output has increased. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—A report 
from abroad states that boats with 
nitrate on board have been detained 
by the British Government, although 
the material was consigned to neutral 
countries. The point of interest as a 
market feature is that if such ship- 
ments are to be held up and the ni- 
trate to be consumed in the United 
Kingdom there is likely to be a fall- 
ing off in demand for this material for 
European shipment, and in  conse- 
quence the outlet for shippers on the 
west coast would be cultailed. The 
market in this country has been fea- 
tured by a break in prices which may 
be traced largely to quiet demand and 
to the rather large stocks which have 
reached this country in recent 
months. The prospects of lower 
freights by way of the Panama Canal 
also might be regarded as bearish, al- 
though the difference between rates for 
the long and the short haul are not 
sufficient to account for the drop in 
prices which has resulted in the past 
month. Some reports state that ni- 
trate was offered this week at $3 per 
100 pounds at Southern ports, but the 
price in the local market is given as 
$3.15@3.20 per 100 pounds. Stocks at 
the west coast are reported to be large 
and some advices place stocks at con- 
suming points in Europe as above nor- 
mal in volume. Imports into this coun- 
try in February amounted to 67,633 
tons, valued at $1,914,022, as compared 
with 30,033 tons, valued at $869,114, in 
February last year. Imports for the 
eight months ending February were as 
follows :—

PHOSPHATES. 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—Another quiet 
week is reported in the market for 
acid phosphate. Some markets are 
said to have been easier, as sellers 
were granting concessions, but in gen- 
eral the market is described as un- 
changed, and some views hold that 
further advances would quickly follow 
if buying reached a normal stage. 
Stocks are not large, and on this ac- 
count there is little likelihood of any 
material decline in values in the im- 
mediate future. If there is a good in- 
quiry for next season’s requirements 
the hopes of holders who are looking 
for a firmer market may be realized, 
but in the meantime a quiet, unevent- 
ful market is logical. Prices are quoted 
at $13 for 16 per cent. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—In our report 
of last week mention was made that 
an action had been brought in the 
English courts by: domestic companies 
who sought to recover on contracts 
where phosphate rock had been sold 
for export, and where the buyers failed 
to live up to their agreement to fur- 
nish vessels for moving the rock. The 
decision in this matter was unfavor- 
able to the domestic companies, as the 
unusual conditions in the shipping sit- 
uation were regarded as sufficient to 
excuse the buyers from fulfilling their 
side of the contract. There are no 
new features to the market for phos- 
phate rock and demand continues 
along routine lines. Prices are un- 
changed and are quoted at:—Florida 
land pebble, $1.75@3.25 f. o. b. Port 
Tampa; South Carolina kiln dried, 
$3.50@3.75 f. o. b, Ashley River; Florida 
high grade rock, 77 per cent., $5@6.25 
f. o. b. Florida ports; Tennessee rock, 
70 to 80 per cent., $6@6.50 f. o. b. Mount 
Pleasant; 75 per cent. granulated, $4 
@5, and 68 to 72 per cent., $4.25@4.50. 


POTASH SALTS. 


Official figures show that imports of 
potash salts into this country in Feb- 
ruary were negligible in quantity. Of 
kainit there were receipts of but 30 
tons, and manure salts reached a total 
of 260 tons. Imports of muriate and 
sulphate of potash were 331 tons and 
280 tons, respectively. The market for 
all the lower grade potash salts is 
quieter than ever, now that the fer- 
tilizer season is practically over. The 
chemical trades are taking limited 
amounts of muriate of potagh, and the 
market shows no change from what 
was last reported. Prices are given at 
$375 per ton, but in regard to prices it 
is stated that it depends upon whether 
there is good inquiry or not. If buy- 
ers are eager to obtain supplies holders 
are quick to put up prices; but if the 
pressure is on the selling end the mar- 
ket assumes a weak tone. Sales have 
been made at $375 per ton, and it is

Uncertainty has featured price move- 
ments in the security market during 
the interval. Fear of an unfavorable 
note from Germany has prompted cau- 
tion on the part of investors, while it 
has doubtless caused considerable real- 
ization from conservative stockholders. 
Labor disturbances in various parts of 
this country have also proved a dis- 
turbing factor, and altogether there 
were enough unsettling influences sur- 
rounding the market to check any im- 
portant advances which may have been 
in store, So far as the country’s in- 
dustry is concerned, reports are gen- 
erally favorable, and prospects for ac- 
tive business appear encouraging. Ex- 
port shipments continue enormous. 
According to preliminary returns made 
public by the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce, Department of 
Commerce, $410,000,000 worth of goods 
was exported from the United States 
in March. This exceeds the corrected 
total for February by $7,000,000, and is 
more goods than any other nation ever 
exported before in any one month. It 
is $113,000,000 more than the previous 
March, and is nearly double the March 
average for the preceding five years. 
In the nine months ending with March 
exports fell less than $5,000,000 short of 
$3,000,000,000, thus exceeding by more 
than $1,000,000,000 the record for the 
corresponding period of any preceding 
fiscal year. 

On Monday the directors of the In- 
ternational Nickel Company declared a 
quarterly dividend of $2 or $8 a year on 
the $25 par value shares. This is an 
increase of 75 cents quarterly, the pre- 
vious rate being $1.25, or $5 a year. 
Last January the directors decided to 
reduce the par value of the stock from 
$100 to $25. At that time the company 
was paying 20 per cent. on the $100 
Shares. The present rate would be 
equal to 32 per cent. on the old par 
value of $100. 

The quarterly report of 
Powder Company, issued on Tuesday, 
shows gross income for the first three 
months of 1916 to have been $12,306,299, 
a high record, and Only $3,400,000 below 
gross income for the full year of 1915 
and $4,400,000 larger than the year 1914 
Net income for the first quarter of 1916 
was larger than the full year 1915. 

Profits of the Standard Oil Company 
of New York for 1915 were more than 
double those of the preceding year, ac- 
cording to an annual statement recent- 
bly issued. Net earnings of $15,761,663 
show an increase of $8,025,744. The sur- 
plus increased from $1,736,000 to $9,761,- 
623, and the total surplus from $16,701,- 
591 to $26,463,254. The total surplus is 
now more than one-third of the com- 
pany’s entire capitalization. 

Shareholders of the Chesebrough 
Manufacturing Company, et a special 
meeting, ratified an increase in the 
capital stock from $500,000 to $1,500,000, 
the new stock to be 
per cent. stock dividend. 

The arrangements for the refinancing 
and change of control of Sulzberger & 
Sons Company were completed today.

The tanning trades are reported to 
be good consumers of extracts, and 
the production of chestnut, oak and 
hemlock extracts is largely sold ahead. 
so that spot stocks are light and prices 
high. From 1909 to 1914 the yearly 
American production of chestnut and 
oak extracts increased from 234,066,555 
pounds to 320,838,788 pounds, or by 37.1 
per cent., and of hemlock extract, from 
12,588,078 pounds to 17,579,866 pounds, or 
by 39.7 per cent. The increase in val- 
ues of these products however, was 
less marked. The value of chestnut 
and oak extracts increased during the 
five-year period from $3,603,629 to $4.- 
044,477, or by 12.2 per cent.. while that 
of hemlock extract increased from 
$280,487 to $312,317, or by 11.3 per cent. 

Logwood extract is in demand by dif- 
ferent trades, and while contract de- 
liveries account for the bulk of produc- 
tion, @ good spot business also is re- 
ported, All the natural dyes and dye 
materials are in good demand, and the 
progress in the domestic coal-tar in- 
dustry is shown by the following:— 
Two years ago the annual output of 
these crudes was estimated as fol- 
lows:—Benzol, 9,600 short tons; toluol, 
3,200 short tons; naphthaline, 1,500 
tons, and phenol, 75 tons. Today the 
estimated annual output is:—Benzol, 
90,000 tons; toluol, 22,440 tons; naphtha- 
line, 12,500 tons; phenol (chiefly syn- 
thetic), 10,000 tons. 

Some lower prices went into effect 
during the week in the materials mar- 
ket. Acetate of soda was lowered one- 
half cent per pound, and bichromate 
of soda was decidedly weaker in sec- 
ond hands. Gambier also was offered 
more freely and on more favorable 
terms. Yellow prussiate of potash sold 
at reduced figures at the close of last 
week but was fairly steady during the 
interval. Starch and dextrine were 
firmer, and cochineal is held at ad- 
vanced prices in some quarters. De- 
tailed reports on the separate items of 
the local market follow:— 

ACETATE OF SODA.—Offerings of 
acetate of soda were on the market in 
the latter part of the week on more 
favorable terms than were heard in the 
Previous week. Sales are said to have 
gone through on a basis of 13%c. per 
pound, and this shows a decline of 
one-half cent per pound. The present 
quotation is 13%@l4c. per pound, with 
the range depending upon seller and 
upon quantity. 

ALBUMEN.—There was very little 
change in the market for albumen 
during the interval. Some prime grades 
of Chinese hen albumen were offered 
at 70c. per pound, but buyers were not 
active and the market remains quiet. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALTS.—Ac- 
cording to official records there were 
no imports of aniline salts during the 
month of February, while in February, 
1915, there were imports of 59,687 
pounds, valued at $13,279. For the 
eight months ending February, im- 
ports were as follows:—

With the imported article out of the 
lnarket, prices are almost entirely 
nominal. Aniline oil is offered in dif- 
ferent quarters and there is some dif- 
ference in prices according to seller. 
Spot material is quoted at 75@90c. per 
pound and contracts are 65@75c. per 
pound. 

BICHROMATES. — Bichromate of 
soda was weak on spot during the 
period and some sellers who bought at 
higher levels were eager to turn their 
holdings into cash. The weakness as 
has been the case for some time is 
more on the part of second hands 
than producers. The former not only 
were the lowest sellers, but in some 
cases manufacturers were buying back 
their own goods. Hence it is evident 
either that the latter are not looking 
for a lower market or are carrying 
small stocks, and in either case this 
does not seem to show weak funda- 
mental conditions. Prices as quoted 
by dealers ranged from 45c. to 60c. per 
pound. Some business on 1917 contracts 
was reported, and quotations for this 
position, while showing the usual range 
according to quantity, may be placed 
at 25c.@29c. per pound. Bichromate of 
potash also was easier, with offers as 
low as 66c. per pound and the market 
quotations at 66@68c. 

CUTCH.—Exports of cutch from 
Burma to the United States during 
1915 amounted to 1,234,140 pounds, as 
against 237,440 pounds in the previous 
year. Demand for cutch improved, as 
the supply of other materials used in 
the textile and tanning trades became 
searce. At present the market for 
cutch depends upon grade and prices 
are quoted at 15@25c. per pound. The 
lower grades are taken by the leather 
trade, and the better grades are in de- 
mand from the textile trade. 





GAMBIER.—Arrivals of gambier 
were reported at the local market dur- 
ing the week. Stocks held here are 
said to be rather small, but the spot 
market showed some declines during 
the period, and it is stated that sales 
of round lots were made a shade under 
14c. per pound, and there were offers 
at the latter figure. On shipment of- 
fers were made at 13%c. per pound. 
Cube gambier was held at 22c. per 
pound. Imports of gambier in Febru- 
ary amounted to 1,470,422 pounds, val- 
ued at $130,178, as compared with 781,- 
416 pounds, valued at $26,934, in the cor- 
responding period last year. Imports 
for the eight months ending February

COCHINEAL.—A very firm market 
rules for all grades of cochineal. South 
American offerings are held at 85@88c. 
per pound, and on the better grades 
as high as 98c. per pound has been 
asked. There are stocks of Teneriffe 
silver which are offered as low as 93c. 
per pound, but this price is given by 
all sellers 

FUSTIC.—A good inquiry is report- 
ed for fustic extract, and consumption 
of this material has been larger than 
usual in recent months. Prices are 
established according to grade, and 
there are offers of native extract at 
25c. per pound. Extract made from 
imported material brings a premium 
over the domestic article, and prices 
quoted for the former range from 32c. 
to 36c. per pound. 

LOGWOOD.—There is some inquiry 
for logwood, but the consumption of 
this material is confined to a com- 
paratively small number. Prices vary 
according to the grade of the wood, 
and $70@90 per ton is asked. Logwood 
extract is in good demand with differ- 
ent trades as buyers. Many large con- 
gumers are covered by contracts, but 
there is a good spot business also, and 
on standard material the prices quoted 
are 70@80c. per pound. On contracts 
starting at once and continuing for a 
year there are offers at 60c. per pound. 

PRUSSIATES.—A gale of 6 tons of 
yellow prussiate of potash is reported 
to have been made last Saturday. Con- 
sidering the moderate amounts which 


‘have figured in recent transactions 


this was noteworthy, and another feat- 
ure was that the price paid was below 
the levels quoted by other sellers. The 
quotation of sellers is given as $1.70 
per pound, and this particular sale was 
somewhat below that price. Red prus- 
siate of potash is quiet, but the reluct- 
ance of buyers to take hold is said to 
have brought out lower priced offer- 
ings, although stocks are so low as to 
prevent any large trading. Prussiate 
of soda is held at various prices on 
spot, and quotations of $1.22@1.27 per 
pound were heard. Towards the close 
of the week $1.25 per pound was asked 
in different quarters. 
SUMAC.—Imports of sumac in Feb- 
ruary were 1,375,245 pounds, valued at 
$31,501, as against 1,180,986 pounds, 
valued at $28,297 in February last year.

The market for sumac is firm, with 
$80@82 per ton quoted for prompt de- 
livery. On later shipments this price 
can be shaded. Primary markets, how- 
ever, are reported to be firm and ton- 
nage is scarce, 

ZINC DUST.—Imports of zinc dust in 
February amounted to 250,001 pounds, 
valued at $39,876, as compared with 
99,1388 pounds, valued at $4,663 in Feb- 
ruary, 1915. The increase in value as 
compared with that in quantity is 
noteworthy. Imports for the eight 
months ending February compare as
